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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  organized  for  the  year  1968  as 
follows: 

Milton  H.  Welt,  Chairman,  Board  of  Selectmen 

Ralph  U.  Brett,  Chairman,  Board  of  Assessors 

Charlotte  W.  Morey,  Chairman,  Board  of  Health  and 
Public  Welfare  and  Clerk  of  all  Boards. 

In  looking  back  over  the  year  1968  we  note  the  continu¬ 
ing  increase  in  the  complexity  of  the  Town’s  problems.  Har¬ 
wich  is  not  unique  in  this  regard,  but  we  naturally  take  a 
more  particular  interest  in  our  own  community.  As  more  and 
more  people  move  to  the  Cape  and  to  Harwich,  the  demands 
for  governmental  services  continue  to  increase. 

Areas  which  only  a  few  short  years  ago  were  virgin  wood¬ 
lands  now  are  dotted  with  new  homes.  The  residents  of  these 
new  homes  require  road  upkeep  and  repair,  street  lights,  po¬ 
lice  and  fire  protection  and  other  services. 

To  provide  these  services  and  at  the  same  time  maintain 
a  stable  tax  rate  has  been  our  first  concern,  but  we  submit 
that  all  evidence  indicates  that  the  battle  is  being  lost  to 
forces  which  are  beyond  our  power  to  control. 

It  is  small  consolation  to  the  local  taxpayer  to  be  aware 
that  the  same  situation  exists  in  virtually  every  other  com¬ 
munity  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  newspapers  and  other 
media  tell  us  of  the  spiralling  costs  of  welfare  and  how  these 
costs  affect  our  local  tax  rate.  As  inflation  takes  its  toll  we 
must  recommend  higher  salaries  to  attract  and  hold  the  peo¬ 
ple  we  must  have  to  man  our  municipal  departments.  As 
taxes  necessary  to  pay  these  costs  increase,  our  local  citizens 
—  particularly  those  on  fixed  incomes  —  feel  the  pressure 
and  are  understandably  concerned  and  frustrated. 

How  can  we  combat  these  rising  costs  on  the  local  level? 
First  we  must  realize  and  understand  that  we  can  not  con¬ 
trol  locally  the  amounts  of  money  we  receive  as  “Local  Aid” 
from  the  Commonwealth.  Any  trend  downward  in  state  aid 
is  reflected  in  further  demands  on  the  local  real  estate  tax. 
As  the  General  Court  further  liberalizes  tax  exemptions  for 
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the  elderly,  veterans  and  widows,  the  cost  must  be  added  to 
the  tax  load  of  those  not  exempted. 

As  the  Legislature  imposes  minimum  salary  levels  for 
teachers  and  other  categories  of  municipal  employees,  with¬ 
out  appropriating  funds  to  assist  the  cities  and  towns  in 
meeting  the  cost,  again,  we  face  the  necessity  for  added  real 
estate  taxation. 

Yet,  are  we  not  all  parties  to  the  pressures  we  deplore? 

Can  we  conscientiously  “gripe”  about  increasing  taxes  on 
all  levels,  Federal,  State  and  local  and  at  the  same  time  look 
to  the  Government  to  subsidize  higher  education,  pay  our 
children’s  medical  bills,  provide  public  recreation,  the  finest 
in  equipment  and  facilities,  without  cost? 

It  would  appear  that  it  is  time  we  considered  how  much 
we  can  afford  to  have  government  do  for  us. 

The  Board  has  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the  1968 
Town  Meeting  in  appointing  a  Committee  to  plan  for  the 
275th  Anniversary  of  the  Incorporation  of  the  Town.  A  report 
of  their  activities  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  these  pages. 

The  1943  DUKW  truck  owned  by  the  Fire  Department 
was  sold  for  $500.00  to  the  highest  bidder  in  accordance  with 
Article  11. 

Road  layouts  accepted  under  Article  24  were  taken  and 
recorded. 

Preliminary  hearings  for  roads  voted  to  be  laid  out  as 
Town  ways  were  held  during  the  summer  and  final  hearings 
are  scheduled  in  late  January,  1969. 

The  Board  appointed  a  fifteen  member  Master  Plan 
Study  Committee  as  provided  in  Article  55.  The  Committee 
met  frequently  during  the  year  as  they  carried  out  their  in¬ 
structions. 

The  Town  By-Laws  were  re-coded  and  printed  in  new 
booklets  and  are  available  at  nominal  cost  at  the  Town  Of¬ 
fice. 


Two  new  cruisers  for  the  Police  Department  were  pur¬ 
chased  from  Haynes  Pontiac  of  Hyannis  on  their  low  net  bid 
of  $4,386.42. 
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Work  was  commenced  on  improvements  to  the  Wych- 
mere  Town  Landing  voted  under  Article  70,  consisting  of  new 
drainage  from  Harbor  Road,  a  new  steel  bulkhead  and  con¬ 
struction  of  a  new  comfort  station.  Hard-top  surfacing  of  the 
parking  area  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  spring  of 
1969. 

Land  acquisitions  voted  under  Article  73,  conservation 
land  in  the  vicinity  of  Coy  Brook,  near  Lothrop  Avenue;  Ar¬ 
ticle  75,  additional  beach  land  at  the  westerly  end  of  Red 
River  Beach,  South  Harwich;  Article  76,  beach  land  on  Hinck¬ 
ley  Pond;  and  Article  78,  bog  and  upland  in  the  same  area 
for  future  parking,  were  completed  and  recorded. 

An  easement,  requested  by  the  Cape  and  Vineyard  Elec¬ 
tric  Company  over  conservation  land  in  West  Harwich,  was 
negotiated  for  $2,000.00  and  the  funds  deposited  with  the 
Town  Treasurer. 

Efforts  were  made  by  the  Board  to  receive  Department 
of  Public  Works  assistance  in  the  restoration  of  the  Shore 
Road  Beach,  easterly  of  the  Pleasant  Road  Beach,  West  Har¬ 
wich,  but  were  unsuccessful  for  the  present.  The  Town  Engi¬ 
neer  is  preparing  plans  for  submission  to  the  Department  for 
licenses  to  construct  stone  jetties  on  the  beach  in  preparation 
for  a  sand  fill  project  designed  to  restore  the  beach  to  its 
former  width  in  accordance  with  Town  Meeting  instructions. 

As  of  June  30,  1968,  the  functions  of  the  Harwich  Wel¬ 
fare  Department  were  taken  over  by  the  Massachusetts  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  office  was  moved  to  new 
quarters  in  the  Brooks  Academy  building.  New  offices  were 
constructed  in  the  main  floor  west  wing  of  the  building  for 
the  Welfare  Department  and  an  arrangement  was  completed 
which  provides  for  a  monthly  rental  to  the  Town  for  the 
space  by  the  Commonwealth.  Costs  for  the  renovation  work 
will  be  paid  by  the  Welfare  Department. 

A  serious  wave  erosion  problem  at  the  easterly  end  of 
Red  River  Beach  was  corrected  by  the  installation  of  addi¬ 
tional  stone  rip-rap,  in  mid-December,  and  plastic  netting 
was  installed  during  the  fall  on  all  Nantucket  Sound  Town 
beaches  to  combat  wind  erosion. 

The  Board  was  engaged  in  continuing  discussion  with  the 
members  of  the  Harwich  Police  Department  in  connection 
with  their  decision  to  organize  as  the  Harwich  Police  Federa¬ 
tion  under  the  Municipal  Collective  Bargaining  statute,  and 
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as  the  year  ended,  the  first  official  bargaining  session  was 
held  at  the  Town  office  between  representatives  of  the  Fed¬ 
eration  and  the  Selectmen. 

Dredging  the  new  “Saquatucket  Harbor”  at  Andrews 
River  was  completed  by  the  Army  Engineers  and  the  Water¬ 
ways  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Works.  The  next  phase,  consisting  of  construction  of  the 
planned  launching  ramp,  shore  protection  work,  floats  and 
facilities  had  to  be  delayed  pending  the  appropriation  of  ad¬ 
ditional  funds  required  for  the  work. 

These  funds  were  voted  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
on  December  3,  1(968,  and  have  been  forwarded  to  the  De¬ 
partment.  The  projected  completion  date  for  the  new  harbor 
is  July  1,  1969.  Funds  necessary  for  equipment,  operation  and 
personnel  will  be  requested  by  the  Waterways  Committee  at 
the  1969  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board,  in  their  capacities  as  Selectmen,  Assessors 
and  Board  of  Health  are  in  session  every  business  day 
throughout  the  year,  meeting  with  citizens  in  need  of  assist¬ 
ance  in  solving  problems,  answering  complaints,  and  work¬ 
ing  with  the  other  Departments  of  the  Town,  and  the  various 
Boards,  Commissions  and  Committees  in  carrying  on  the  day 
to  day  business  of  Town  Government. 

Without  the  dedicated  efforts  of  large  numbers  of  our 
residents  who  serve  the  Town  in  many  ways,  ours  would  be 
an  impossible  task.  Each  year  it  is  our  privilege  to  thank 
them  for  their  fine  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  community.

The  Assessors,  as  previously,  contracted  with  United  Ap¬ 
praisal  Co.  to  appraise  and  maintain  value  standards  for 
properties  completed  as  of  January  1,  1968  and  those  partially 
completed  as  of  that  date.  The  processing  of  tax  lists  and 
tax  bills  was  completed  by  the  Wingate  Computing  Co.  at 
the  planned  date. 

The  number  of  property  transfers  continues  at  a  high 
rate,  the  result  of  real  estate  activities  in  the  Town.  The 
work  of  handling  these,  plus  many  other  activities  in  the 
assessing  department,  has  created  a  space  problem  that  is  as 
yet  unsolved. 

The  Board  is  also  faced  with  the  problem  of  rapidly  rising 
property  values  as  evidenced  by  recent  sales.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  1968  by  the  Board  of 
Health  in  conference  with  Miss  Esther  Howes,  R.N.,  of  the 
Barnstable  County  Health  Department  and  our  Town  Nurse, 
Mrs.  Mary  Scannell,  R.N.,  and  Assistant  Town  Nurse,  Mrs. 
Katherine  Kelly,  R.N.,  in  applying  for  certification  for  the 
“Home  Health  Insurance  Program  for  the  Aged”,  in  other 
words  “Medi-care”.  Many  policies  had  to  be  adopted,  one  of 
which  was  to  appoint  an  Advisory  Committee.  The  advisory 
committee  that  was  appointed  are  Dr.  David  Doherty,  Dr. 
Carl  L.  Clapp,  Mrs.  E.  James  Leonard,  Chairman,  Mrs.  David 
Davis,  Miss  Adelyn  J.  Peabody,  Mr.  Gilbert  Foote,  Mrs.  Fred¬ 
erick  Crowell,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Lester  Shatzer,  R.N.,  Mrs.  Robert  Scan¬ 
nell,  R.N.  and  Mrs.  John  Kelly,  R.N.  along  with  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  Health.  The  Town  became  certified  in  October 
which  was  retroactive  to  July  23,  1968.  Reimbursement  to  the 
Town  for  certain  phases  of  this  program  will  be  paid  by  Blue 
Cross/Blue  Shield  Inc.  Our  Town  Nurses  have  been  excep¬ 
tionally  busy  and  have  attended  many  staff  meetings  called 
by  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Department  in  various 
towns  in  Barnstable  County.  Mrs.  Lester  (Georgianna)  Shat¬ 
zer  resigned,  effective  as  of  April  1,  1968,  but  we  were  fortu¬ 
nate  in  having  Mrs.  Robert  (Mary)  Scannell  as  Assistant 
Town  Nurse,  who  became  Town  Nurse  and  Mrs.  John  (Kath¬ 
erine)  Kelly  was  appointed  Assistant  Town  Nurse.  Mrs.  Scan¬ 
nell  can  be  reached  at  432-1307  and  Mrs.  Kelly  at  432-3203. 
Mrs.  Georgianna  Shatzer  who  was  then  Mrs.  Georgianna  Rix 
joined  our  staff  in  May  of  1956  and  served  the  town  conscien¬ 
tiously  for  12  years.  We*  are  most  fortunate  in  having  Mrs. 
Shatzer  as  a  member  of  our  Advisory  Committee.  We  do  wish 
her  a  great  deal  of  health  and  happiness  in  her  retirement. 

Our  disposal  area  is  running  smoothly  under  the  capable 
supervision  of  Robert  Marceline.  A  new  storage  building  was 
built  to  house  the  equipment  that  is  used  daily  in  the  sani¬ 
tary  land  fill  operation.  The  construction  of  the  building  was 
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put  out  to  bid  and  the  bid  was  awarded  to  Joseph  M.  Duffy 
at  his  low  bid  of  $5,587.00.  The  disposal  area  is  open  seven 
days  a  week  from  8:00  to  4:00,  October  to  April  and  from 
8:00  to  6:00  from  May  to  October.  Mr.  Robert  Marceline,  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Disposal  Area  is  very  cooperative  at 
all  times.  Electric  lights  and  telephone  have  been  installed  at 
this  site. 

Mr.  Richard  Sturtevant,  County  Health  Sanitarian  made 
several  inspections  of  various  nature  for  the  local  Board  of 
Health,  including  samples  of  the  water  at  Wychmere  Harbor 
and  Allen  Harbor.  The  water  was  not  found  to  be  polluted  at 
either  location. 

Several  unsightly  buildings  have  again  been  razed  during 
the  year,  by  the  owner  or  with  the  owner’s  permission  to 
have  them  burned  by  the  Fire  Department  as  a  drill  project. 
The  rubble  has  been  cleared  away  and  the  cellars  filled  in 
many  instances,  but  there  is  still  more  to  be  done.  The  pro¬ 
ject  of  razing  buildings  is  not  quite  as  simple  as  it  sounds. 
There  are  many  steps  to  be  followed  according  to  the  statutes 
of  the  law  and  it  is  a  long  drawn  out  process.  We  are  aware 
of  other  unsightly  buildings  and  dwellings  and  are  constantly 
working  toward  the  aim  of  beautifying  our  town. 

A  clinic  for  town  employees  was  held  on  October  29th 
and  46  Asian  Flu  shots  were  given  by  Dr.  Arthur  D’Elia  and 
our  nurses  Mrs.  Scannell  and  Mrs.  Kelly.  Booster  shots  were 
given  to  19  employees  on  December  4th. 

The  Beach  contract  was  again  awarded  to  Robert  E.  Joy, 
at  his  low  bid  of  $2,419.00.  Four  parking  attendants  were  em¬ 
ployed  and  five  life  guards  for  the  1968  season.  This  past 
year  we  issued  6,504  stickers  to  residents  and  guests  and  758 
daily  stickers  at  Red  River  Beach  were  sold.  The  Town  re¬ 
funded  $62.00  to  various  persons  for  stickers  that  were  not 
used.  Mr.  Allison’s  beach  land  was  again  leased  for  June,  July, 
August  and  September.  There  will  be  articles  submitted  in 
the  1969  Warrant  for  your  consideration,  which  will  pertain 
to  various  beaches. 

During  1968  there  were  three  premature  babies  born 
whose  residence  was  Harwich.  None  of  these  cases  were  aided. 
The  usual  communicable  diseases  were  reported  and  the 
Board  of  Health  continues  to  issue  all  licenses  such  as  Com¬ 
mon  Victuallers,  Lodging  House,  Motels,  Inns,  Funeral  Di¬ 
rectors  and  all  swimming  pools. 
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We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
townspeople  for  their  patience  and  understanding  in  our 
several  problems,  also  to  thank  Richard  Sturtevant,  our 
County  Health  Agent,  Miss  Esther  Howes,  H.  Donald  Stan¬ 
ford,  our  local  health  agent,  Robert  Marceline,  Supervisor  of 
the  Disposal  Area,  Faye  Owens,  our  dog  officer  and  all  others 
who  have  assisted  us  in  the  year  of  1968.

On 
April  1,  Mrs.  Georgianna  Shatzer,  R.  N.,  retired,  after  many 
years  of  faithful  and  devoted  service  as  Town  Nurse. 

Mrs.  Katherine  Kelly,  R.  N.,  was  then  appointed  as  As¬ 
sistant  Town  Nurse. 

After  many  staff  meetings,  and  a  close  review  of  policy 
and  records  by  professional  representatives  of  the  County 
and  State  Health  Departments,  our  department  was  certi¬ 
fied  under  the  Home  Health  Insurance  Program  for  the  Aged. 

The  program  is  known  at  the  Harwich  Town  Nursing 
Service.  The  new  program  includes  Physical  Therapy  and 
Homemakers  Home  Health  Aid  Service.

Our  records  show  that  from  July  1,  1967  through  October 
31,  1968,  we  had  thirty-five  interviews  with  Harwich  children 
and  twenty  interviews  with  parents,  for  a  minimum  of  fifty- 
five  hours. 

Last  year  we  served  one  out  of  every  100  permanent  resi¬ 
dents  here  on  the  Cape;  today  we  are  running  three  out  of 
every  100,  as  we  have  greatly  increased  our  staff.  From  Mr. 
Morgan’s  comments,  we  gather  that  he  is  most  pleased  with 
the  results  of  our  work.  We  anticipate  that  in  1969  our  serv¬ 
ices  will  be  even  better,  through  the  contacts  we  will  be  able 
to  make  and  the  quality  improvement  which  can  be  expected 
from  our  staff. 

Doing  this,  however,  requires  a  considerably  augmented 
budget.  Whereas  the  professional  salaries  of  our  Cape  Cod 
Mental  Health  Center  are  paid  by  the  State,  clerical  help  and 
some  additional  supplementary  payroll,  telephone,  office  sup¬ 
plies  and  other  expenses  run  our  annual  costs  up  around 
$17,000.  Last  year  the  combined  income  from  all  the  towns 
was  approximately  $8,900. 

As  you  can  note  from  the  above,  our  suggested  increase 
from  50  to  80c  per  capita  is  a  most  modest  request,  and  we 
trust  that  this  may  be  added  as  an  article  in  the  warrant.

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Report  of  the  Veterans’  Agent 


To  the  Peoples  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  past  year  has  been  a  most  rewarding  one  for  the 
office  of  the  Veterans’  Services  located  in  the  Brooks  Acad¬ 
emy  at  Harwich  Center. 

I,  Francis  P.  Burling,  Agent,  and  my  secretary,  Emma  T. 
Ball  are  employed  to  assist  in  every  way  the  Veteran  or  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  family  who  are  in  need  of  aid  or  in  need  of  assist¬ 
ance  with  other  problems. 

During  the  year  50  veteran  families  have  been  aided 
through  Veteran’s  Benefits  under  Chapter  115  of  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts.  The  total  membership  of  these  fam- 
-ilies  would  be  about  200  persons. 

We  have  a  permanent  case  load  as  well  as  cases  we  aid 
temporarily  and  other  cases  receiving  medical  benefits  only. 

Much  of  our  time  is  devoted  to  Veterans  or  dependents 
in  filing  applications  of  great  length  for  Federal  Pensions, 
Income  Report  Cards,  applications  for  hospitalization  in  VA 
Hospitals,  G.  I.  Loans,  Educational  benefits  and  many  other 
Federal  Assistances  too  numerous  to  mention. 

The  past  three  months  we  have  assisted  in  filing  over 
100  applications  for  Massachusetts  State  Bonus  for  Veterans 
who  have  had  six  months  active  duty  between  July  1,  1958 
and  prior  to  termination  of  the  Vietnam  Conflict. 

Our  work  and  assistance  has  been  a  great  help  to  the 
Federal  Agent  who  comes  to  Hyannis  the  second  Thursday 
of  every  month  between  10:00  A.M.  and  2:00  P.M.  to  answer 
questions  and  fill  out  applications  in  such  a  short  space  of 
time. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  assist  every  person  who  comes 
into  this  office  in  a  polite  manner  without  any  prejudices 
or  disregard  of  one’s  rights.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Once  again  the  year  1968  has  been  an  active  one  for  the 
Planning  Board. 

The  Planning  Board  received  and  accepted  from  Metcalf 
and  Eddy  the  Master  Plan  as  contracted  for.  Because  of  the 
complexity  of  the  plan,  it  was  felt  that  a  Study  Committee 
should  review  the  plan  as  prepared  to  make  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  the  Planning  Board.  This  would  enable  the  Board  to 
prepare  an  article  for  Town  Meeting  that  can  easily  be  under¬ 
stood  by  the  townspeople  and  passed  into  law.  This  Study 
Committee  was  voted  at  the  1968  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  Planning  Board  has  met  several  times  with  the 
Master  Plan  Study  Committee.  The  Committee  feels  that 
zoning  is  the  most  important  section  of  the  Master  Plan  at 
this  time. 

In  1968  eleven  public  hearings  were  held.  Eight  sub¬ 
divisions  were  reviewed  and  approved,  putting  58  lots  on  rec¬ 
ord  and  collecting  $390.00  in  filing  fees.  Two  hearings  were 
held  to  amend  the  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations  put  in¬ 
to  effect  on  May  29,  1967.  These  amendments  dealt  with  the 
changing  of  the  length  of  concrete  bounds  and  the  showing 
of  existing  buildings  on  plans  submitted  for  approval.  The 
Board  also  reviewed  fifty-eight  approval  not-required  plans, 
which  put  118  lots  on  record  and  collected  $58.00  in  filing 
fees.  The  Board  held  a  public  hearing  in  February  with 
James  Woglom,  Planning  Consultant  of  Metcalf  and  Eddy 
giving  a  summary  of  the  Master  Plan. 

The  Planning  Board  met  on  a  regional  basis  with  other 
Towns  of  the  Cape. 

Several  members  of  the  Board  attended  a  Seminar  offered 
by  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College  in  Hyannis. 

Two  articles  have  been  submitted  for  the  coming  Town 
Meeting.  One  concerns  the  use  of  trailers  for  habitation  in 
the  Town  of  Harwich.  The  other  is  to  have  the  Master  Plan 
Study  Committee  continued  for  another  year. 
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A  large  project  at  the  present  time  is  a  proposed  188  lot 
subdivision  on  Hinckley’s  Pond.  Through  the  Master  Plan, 
we  were  able  to  determine  that  a  subdivision  of  this  size 
should  be  required  to  have  Town  water,  as  test  wells  made 
in  the  area  show  that  private  water  supplies  would  be  in¬ 
adequate. 

At  this  time  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  wish  to 
thank  Albert  E.  Wynot  for  his  cooperation,  judgment  and 
understanding  during  his  faithful  years  of  service  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Planning  Board.  Mr.  Wynot’s  resignation,  because 
of  illness,  has  been  a  great  loss  to  the  Planning  Board,  as 
well  as  to  the  Town. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town 
Engineer  and  various  other  Town  Departments  for  their  co¬ 
operation  throughout  the  year.

Master  Plan  Study  Committee 
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Report  of  the  Town  Engineer 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  operations  of  the  Town  Engineer  during  the  year 
1968  have  been  quite  varied  and  very  active. 

A  storm  drainage  plan  has  been  prepared  for  the  area 
near  the  intersection  of  Sisson  Road  and  Route  28.  A  minor 
portion  of  this  installation  has  been  carried  out  by  the  High¬ 
way  Department,  providing  some  temporary  relief  to  the 
Sisson  Road  ponding  problem. 

Street  line  locations  have  been  provided  as  requested  for 
property  owners  and  other  Town  Departments  including 
Lover’s  Lane  and  Kildee  Road. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  and  construction  supervised 
for  the  equipment  storage  building  at  the  disposal  area,  for 
a  new  light  at  the  west  jetty  of  Allen’s  Harbor,  a  section  of 
steel  bulkhead  at  Wychmere  Harbor,  a  storm  drainage  system 
in  Harbor  Road  and  the  Town  parking  lot  discharging  into 
Wychmere  Harbor.  A  comfort  station  is  presently  under  con¬ 
struction  at  Wychmere  Harbor. 

Several  conferences  have  been  held  with  the  Planning 
Board  and  some  meetings  attended.  The  Engineer  has  re¬ 
viewed  all  plans  presented  to  the  Planning  Board  for  their 
approval  and  has  provided  a  report  on  each  asking  conformity 
with  the  regulations. 

The  Engineer  had  several  conferences  with  the  State 
Highway  Officials  and  attended  several  public  hearings. 

Plans  were  prepared  for  street  acceptance  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting.  The  Town  Engineer  has  continued  to  carry 
out  work  on  the  Town’s  Tax  Maps  and  has  filled  in  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  blank  areas.  Real  Estate  transfers  that 
were  not  shown  on  maps  that  have  taken  place  during  the 
year  have  been  plotted. 

The  Engineer  has  enjoyed  the  cooperation  of  the  people 
in  the  several  Town  departments,  which  is  a  great  help  in 
carrying  out  the  various  operations.

26  dog  bites  were  reported  to  me  during  the  year.  These 
dogs  were  quarantined  for  a  period  of  10  days,  as  required 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Agriculture,  Division  of 
Livestock  Disease  Control.  No  sign  of  a  contagious  disease 
was  found  in  any  of  these  dogs. 

A  survey  of  horses  taken  in  December,  1968  shows  there 
are  30  horses,  14  ponies  and  1  mule  in  Harwich. 

430  miles  were  covered  in  carrying  out  these  duties. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Harwich  Police  Department  for  their 
cooperation  during  the  year.

Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  the  following  report  concerning 

the  law  department  of  the  Town  for  the  year  1968. 

/ 

During  the  past  year,  Town  Counsel  has  submitted  35 
written  opinions  to  10  separate  departments  of  the  Town 
covering  numerous  phases  of  municipal  legal  problems.  In 
addition  legal  advice  and  recommendations  have  been  given 
to  various  boards  of  the  Town  by  telephone,  at  office  con¬ 
ferences  and  at  meetings  with  the  boards  at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  land  damage  case  against  the  Town  for  land  taking 
at  Allen’s  Harbor  to  enlarge  the  Town  facilities  has  been 
completed  and  no  land  damage  claims  are  pending  against 
the  Town.  There  are  no  cases  against  the  Town  pending  in 
the  Superior  Court  at  this  time. 

Three  tax  appeal  cases  are  pending  before  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Appellate  Tax  Board. 

Two  cases  against  the  Town  for  injuries  resulting  from 
falls  on  public  ways  have  been  settled  during  the  year. 

Land  acquisition  for  various  municipal  purposes  as  voted 
by  the  Town  have  all  been  completed  and  releases  of  all 
claims  have  been  obtained  from  known  owners.  No  claims  are 
pending  against  the  Town. 

A  recompilation  of  the  Town  By-Laws  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  as  instructed  by  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  continuing  cooperation  of  the  department  heads 
and  members  of  the  various  boards  has  been  most  helpful  in 
concluding  many  of  these  matters  in  a  manner  that  has  been 
most  beneficial  to  the  Town.

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Report  of  the  Personnel  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  Board  organized  for  1968  with  Henry  B.  Molony  serv¬ 
ing  as  Chairman,  Henry  F.  Smith,  Vice  Chairman  and  Philip 
V.  R.  Thomson  continuing  as  Clerk. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  voters  approved  the 
November  17,  1967  recommendation  of  the  Personnel  Board 
to  grant  a  3%  cost  of  living  wage  increase  for  Town  employees 
for  the  year  1968. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Personnel  Board  to  recommend 
fair  and  reasonable  compensation  for  all  employees  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich.  Consequently,  almost  immediately  follow¬ 
ing  the  1968  Town  Meeting  and  extending  over  a  period  of 
many  months,  the  Personnel  Board  re-studied  the  wage  situ¬ 
ation  of  the  Town  by  departments  and  individual  classifi¬ 
cations  in  relation  to  the  continuing  increase  in  the  cost  of 
living  and  wages  paid  employees  of  comparable  towns  not 
only  on  Cape  Cod  but  elsewhere  within  the  Commonwealth. 

As  a  result  of  these  studies  and  consultations  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  and  Department 
Heads,  this  Board  prepared  and  submitted  a  detailed  Article 
for  inclusion  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  for  an 
overall  minimum  increase  of  7%  in  the  Classification  and 
Compensation  Plan  for  1969,  thereby  spreading  a  10%  cost 
of  living  wage  increase  over  a  two-year  period.  Certain  other 
departmental  salary  adjustments,  designed  to  eliminate  in¬ 
equalities,  were  included  in  this  Article  which,  in  this  Board’s 
opinion,  are  reasonable  and  fair  and  in  line  with  action 
taken  by  other  towns  of  the  Commonwealth.

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Report  of  the  Planning 
and  Economic  Development  Commission 


This  Commission,  centrally  domiciled  in  Hyannis,  was 
obliged  this  year  to  move  from  its  original  location  in  one  of 
the  Community  College  buildings,  as  the  College  needed  the 
space,  to  436  Main  Street  (Acme  Building)  on  the  second 
floor.  However,  in  1970  we  are  promised  proper  space  in  the 
Barnstable  Court  House  building. 

The  Commission  has  now  completed  two  years  of  active 
service  under  our  Executive  Director,  E.  Fletcher  Davis.  With 
a  fine  staff  assisting,  so  many  important  developments  have 
already  been  accomplished  with  many  more  underway.  Tech¬ 
nical  assistance  has  been  given  to  over  half  of  the  Cape 
Towns  on  various  topics  ranging  from  a  proposed  marina 
resort  zone  in  one  town  to  a  cultural  center  in  another.  Seven 
very  important  Committees  have  been  set  up  with  a  repre¬ 
sentative  from  Harwich,  as  well  as  other  personnel  from 
all  fifteen  Cape  Towns.  These  Committees  will  act  as  a 
liaison  group  conferring  with  the  Commission  staff  on  county¬ 
wide  problems  and  are  as  follows:  Development  Standards; 
Economic  Development;  Environment  Resources;  Govern¬ 
ment  Resources;  Human  Resources;  Regional  Public  Facili¬ 
ties  and  Transportation. 

Some  fifteen  technical  reports  and  memorandums  on  im¬ 
portant  Cape-wide  problems  have  been  prepared  and  copies 
sent  Town  representatives  for  advance  study,  in  addition  an 
extensive  technical  research  reference  library  embracing 
publications  on  planning  and  zoning  is  available  for  use  by 
any  local  organization,  some  of  which  may  be  taken  out  on 
loan. 

The  Commission  has  been  helpful  in  promoting  the  Com¬ 
munity  College  Planning  Seminar.  Weekly  sessions  October 
3-December  12  reported  very  successful;  also  the  previous 
study  of  Cape  beaches  was  of  great  service  to  our  Director 
who  was  requested  to  attend  the  recent  special  called  meet¬ 
ing  on  November  19th  with  a  group  from  the  Cape  on  the 
State  Health  requirements  for  beaches.

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Report  of  the  Gas  Inspector 


To  the  Honorable  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

The  year  of  1968  has  been  an  extremely  busy  one.  An 
increase  of  about  thirty  per  cent  of  Permits  issued  over  1967 
indicates  that  more  people  are  turning  to  the  use  of  both 
natural  and  propane  gas  for  the  appliances  used  in  their 
homes.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  through  the  office  of  the 
Building  Inspector,  now  require  an  occupancy  permit  to  be 
signed  by  all  inspectors  involved  before  any  new  home  can 
be  occupied.  This  means  that  three  inspections  will  have  to 
be  made  instead  of  two — this  accounts  for  the  increase  in 
the  budget  of  the  Gas  Inspector.  It  is  becoming  more  time 
consuming  and  difficult  every  year  to  enforce  the  rules  and 
regulations  that  the  State  requires  for  the  protection  of  its 
citizens  on  a  part-time  basis.  I  am  asking  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Finance  Committee  to  study  this  problem  for  the  com¬ 
ing  year  with  the  hope  that  this  can  be  solved  without  being 
a  further  burden  to  the  taxpayers.

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Report  of  the  Conservation  Commission 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  of  Harwich 
Gentlemen: 

During  the  past  year,  the  Conservation  Commission,  with 
no  land  acquisition  program  for  the  first  time  in  several 
years,  concerned  itself  with  the  maintenance  of  existing 
lands  under  its  control. 

Last  April,  the  Commission  advertised  for  bids  for  the 
operation  of  the  fifteen  acres  of  producing  cranberry  bogs 
under  its  control.  The  high  bidder  was  Mr.  Lawrence  Wash¬ 
burn,  with  a  bid  of  $1,500  per  year  for  the  five  year  term.  In 
lieu  of  a  portion  of  the  fee,  the  Commission  authorized  Mr. 
Washburn  to  install  a  new  control  flume  at  the  bogs,  which 
went  out  during  the  spring  high  water. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  had  some  rather  extensive 
repairs  made  to  the  main  dike  at  the  reservoir,  where  dan¬ 
gerous  erosion  had  taken  place. 

The  existing  main  flume  at  the  reservoir,  never  wholly 
satisfactory  as  a  fishway,  is  in  need  of  repairs.  We  have  en¬ 
tered  an  article  in  the  annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  to  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  construct  a  new  fish¬ 
way  at  the  reservoir  and  to  make  repairs  to  the  existing 
flume.  The  design  and  layout  of  the  proposed  new  fishway 
was  made  with  the  advice  and  cooperation  of  the  state  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Marine  Fisheries,  together  with  the  Barnstable  Coun¬ 
ty  Extension  Service,  with  agent  Arnold  Lane  providing  in¬ 
valuable  assistance  on  this  and  several  other  problems  con¬ 
nected  with  the  reservoir  properties. 

During  the  year,  the  Cape  and  Vineyard  Electric  Company 
approached  the  Selectmen  with  regards  to  modifying  the 
existing  easement  for  the  power  line  right  of  way  over  the 
northerly  portion  of  the  reservoir  property.  After  consulting 
with  the  Commission,  the  Selectmen  negotiated  a  new  agree¬ 
ment  containing  several  safeguards  deemed  necessary  by  the 
Commission.  In  addition,  the  Cape  and  Vineyard  paid  the 
sum  of  $2,000  to  the  Town  for  the  new  easement.  The  Com- 
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mission  has  placed  an  article  in  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
Warrant  calling  for  the  transfer  of  this  sum  ($2,000)  to  the 
Conservation  Fund. 

In  conclusion,  the  Commission  would  like  to  pay  tribute 
to  Eric  A.  Farham,  of  West  Harwich,  who  resigned  during  the 
year.  Mr.  Farham,  an  original  member  of  the  Commission 
and  long-time  chairman,  is  truly  the  “father”  of  conservation 
in  our  Town.  His  pre-eminence  in  this  field  was  recognized 
nationally  in  1967  when  the  National  Wildlife  Federation 
named  him  “Water  Conservationist  of  the  Year”.  All  of  us 
will  miss  his  guidance  and  counsel.

The  Forestry  Department  performed  the  usual  amount 
of  work  for  the  year;  although  the  hurricane  winds  on  No¬ 
vember  tenth  and  twelfth  did  some  damage  to  some  of  the 
larger  trees,  and  this  made  a  little  extra  trimming  of  broken 
branches  necessary.  .  .  \ 

All  the  small  trees  set  out  in  different  sections  of  the 
town  were  fertilized  and  pruned  as  they  have  been  each  year. 
These  small  trees  should  have  been  watered  during  the  sum¬ 
mer;  however,  we  have  no  way  of  doing  this  at  the  present 
time.  Five  dead  trees  were  removed  from  the  roadsides,  but 
we  have  several  more  large  ones  yet  to  be  removed  this  com¬ 
ing  spring. 

We  set  out  three  small  trees  along  the  town  roads.  We 
were  unable  to  set  out  any  more  because  it  was  impossible 
to  get  into  the  Town  Nursery  to  get  the  trees,  dressing,  and 
loam  for  the  spring  planting  as  we  had  planned.  By  the  time 
the  Highway  Department  finally  got  the  huge  pile  of  sand 
cleared  away,  it  was  too  late  for  this  spring  planting.

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Report  of  the  Insect  Pest  Control  Supervisor 


Our  elm  trees  were  sprayed  by  helicopter  in  April  to  con¬ 
trol  the  Elm  Bark  Beetles,  and  in  June  they  were  sprayed 
using  the  Town  sprayer  to  control  the  Elm  leaf  beetle. 

In  September  spraying  was  carried  on  to  kill  poison  ivy 
along  our  highways  and  in  parks  and  other  Town-owned  land 
and  to  control  web  worms. 

An  infestation  of  the  Nantucket  Pine  Tip  moth  caused 
considerable  damage  to  pitch  Pines.  It  is  planned  to  make  an 
effort  this  year  to  control  this  pest.  However,  it  may  require 
three  separate  sprayings  which  can  be  done  only  along  town 
roads,  highways  and  on  Town-owned  land. 

Property  owners  should  either  arrange  for  private  spray¬ 
ing  or  break  off  the  infested  tips  and  burn  them.  Informa¬ 
tion  on  this  moth  is  available  at  the  Town  office. 

One  Elm  tree  was  taken  down  due  to  age  and  condition, 
it  was  not  found  to  have  Dutch  Elm  disease.  Some  elms  were 
trimmed  to  clean  out  dead  limbs. 

Spraying  during  1969  will  be  carried  out  as  usual.

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Report  of  the  Park  Commission 


During  the  past  year  we  were  fortunate  in  retaining  the 
Superintendent  from  the  previous  year  and  so  had  a  con¬ 
tinuity  to  the  work  necessary  in  improving  the  various  prop¬ 
erties  under  our  supervision. 

The  ball  field  was  rolled  with  a  heavy  roller  which  flat¬ 
tened  many  of  the  high  spots  that  had  developed  over  the 
years.  A  new  chain  link  fence  was  erected  along  part  of  the 
east  boundary  of  the  parking  lot  in  Harwich  Port,  improving 
its  appearance.  We  hope  to  add  more  fence  from  year  to  year 
as  money  is  available.  Posts  were  added  around  the  parking 
area  at  Long  Pond  and  new  floats  were  placed  around  the 
swimming  area.  All  of  the  memorial  parks  were  prepared  by 
our  own  crew,  saving  the  expense  of  hiring  men  to  do  it  as 
was  done  in  previous  years.  The  flagpoles,  bleachers  and 
buildings  were  also  painted  by  our  own  crew. 

The  rebuilding  of  the  bandstand  at  Brooks  Park  was 
our  biggest  capital  improvement,  making  the  bandstand 
stronger  than  ever. 

We  are  asking  for  two  new  tennis  courts  this  year  since 
the  present  facilities  are  inadequate. 

Groundwork  has  been  started  toward  combining  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commissions  under  one  department. 
This  will  mean  a  savings  in  expenditures  and  a  more  effi¬ 
cient  program  of  endeavor  for  the  townspeople  and  vaca¬ 
tioners  alike. 

Looking  forward  to  further  improvement  in  the  future, 
we  respectfully  submit  this  report.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  of  Harwich 
Gentlemen: 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  the  Special 
Town  Forest  Committee,  under  Article  19  of  the  1968  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  they  held  several  discussions  with  the  Water 
Department,  Town  Counsel  and  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health.  After  meeting  state  criteria  and  following  a 
public  hearing  held  in  Boston  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Health,  the  Special  Town  Forest  Committee  executed  an 
easement  granting  to  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 
perpetual  rights  for  the  purpose  of  securing  sanitary  protec¬ 
tion  and  to  provide  for  the  construction,  operation  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  sources  of  water  supply  in  a  portion  of  the  Charles 
D.  Holmes  Memorial  Forest. 

In  following  the  instructions  of  the  Town  Meeting  by 
transferring  substantial  control  of  a  part  of  the  Town  Forest 
to  the  Water  Department,  the  Special  Town  Forest  Commit¬ 
tee  decries  the  apparent  necessity  for  so  doing.  The  primary 
reason  for  setting  aside  this  parcel  of  land  was  to  establish 
a  Town  Forest;  we  believe  this  reason  is  still  wholly  valid. 
While  there  was  some  slight  financial  justification  for  such 
a  transfer,  we  hope,  in  the  future,  any  such  transfer  from  one 
purpose  to  another  will  be  examined  with  an  eye  to  more 
than  mere  expedience.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1968.

In  maintaining  and  improving  of  approximately  175 
miles  of  roads  and  by  adding  and  taking  more  new  roads  each 
year  the  work  of  the  Highway  Department  consists  of : 

Resurfacing,  Oiling,  Patching,  Brushing  and  Edging 
Sidewalks. 

Cleaning  and  installing  catch  basins  and  filter  beds.  We 
now  have  400  catch  basins  throughout  the  Town. 

Marking  roads;  maintaining  and  erecting  new  street  and 
safety  signs. 

Sweeping  and  removing  sand. 

Snow  Removal 

In  May,  1968  we  advertised  for  a  new  road  grader.  The 
bid  was  awarded  to  Witt-Armstrong  Equipment  Company, 
Needham  Heights,  Massachusetts.  We  are  sure  this  new 
grader  will  prove  to  be  a  valuable  asset. 

During  the  year  1968,  approximately  2y2  miles  of  road 
were  resurfaced  with  hot  mix.  Also  during  1968  approxi¬ 
mately  33,572  gallons  of  asphalt  has  been  applied  to  various 
Town  roads. 

One  of  the  most  important  factors  in  the  development 
and  prosperity  of  any  town  is  its  system  of  good  roads.  As 
Harwich  grows  so  does  its  road  system.  The  voters  accept 
many  new  roads  each  year  and  this  shows  a  steady  growth 
of  the  Town. 

This  year  I  am  asking  what  may  seem  to  some  of  you  as 
a  large  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  hard-topping  and 
improving  various  Town  roads.  I  feel  that  it  is  most  essen¬ 
tial  for  you,  the  citizens  of  this  Town,  to  carefully  consider 
this  article  before  casting  your  vote.  The  roads  which  I  have 
included  in  this  article  are  very  much  in  need  of  resurfacing. 
This  is  the  start  of  an  organized  road  plan. 
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At  this  time  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Accountant,  Town  Engineer,  and 
all  Town  Departments  for  the  cooperation  received  from  them 
during  the  year.  I  also  want  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
Highway  personnel  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their 
fine  support  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

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In  closing  out  the  report  of  the  Police  Department  for 
the  year  1968,  I  would  like  to  express  the  gratitude  and  ap¬ 
preciation  of  the  Department  to  all  those  employees  of  the 
Town  and  the  Officials  of  the  Town  for  their  assistance  and 
co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

Although  the  number  of  accidents  were  about  the  same 
as  last  year,  there  were  double  the  number  of  injuries,  in¬ 
cluding  two  fatalities. 

With  regard  to  the  Drug  Abuse  problem  I  mentioned  last 
year,  this  has  grown  steadily  during  1968,  as  evidenced  by 
the  number  of  arrests  shown  in  this  report.  We  in  the  law 
enforcement  field,  feel  that  this  situation  is  a  community 
problem  requiring  the  efforts  of  all  the  Town’s  resources. 
These  include  the  police,  school  faculty,  students,  parents, 
and  every  social,  civic,  and  religious  organization  in  town. 
Because  of  this  feeling,  there  was  formed  a  Committee  on 
Drugs,  comprising  all  these  resources.  This  Committee  is 
attempting  to  solve  some  of  the  Drug  Abuse  problems.  A 
number  of  seminars,  for  both  students  and  adults,  have  been 
planned  for  1969. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  heads 
of  the  various  Town  Departments,  the  members  of  the  Police 
Department,  and  all  the  citizens  of  the  Town  for  their  co¬ 
operation  during  the  past  year.

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Report  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  the 

Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Civil 
Defense  for  the  year  1968. 

Civil  Defense  is  a  reaction  or  counteraction,  a  measure 
to  protect  people  against  enemy  action,  or  against  natural 
or  accidental  disaster.  One  could  not  expect  that  measures 
which  were  adequate  for  the  conventional  bombing  of  World 
War  II,  would  suffice  for  nuclear  war  ...  or  that  the  meas¬ 
ures  appropriate  for  later  years,  would  be  the  best  possible 
today  ...  or  even  that  nothing  was  learned  from  the  Alas¬ 
kan  earthquake  and  other  disasters.  The  old  idea  of  con¬ 
structing  underground  shelter  against  blast  effects,  has  given 
way  to  the  far  more  practical  and  less  expensive  system  of 
using  all  available  shielded  space  for  protection. 

Our  Civil  Defense  policies  and  practices  have  changed 
progressively  with  the  years.  This  past  year  the  office  of 
United  States  Engineers  has  surveyed  the  Town  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  making  every  home  basement  as  a  possible  shelter. 
Also,  we  have  had  approval  of  the  Elementary  School  on 
South  Street  for  shelter  and  stocking  of  food  and  medicinal 
supplies.  A  Medical  Self  Help  course  was  offered  at  the 
Police  Station  and  at  the  High  School. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  of  the  personnel 
involved  in  our  Civil  Defense  program,  especially  to  the 
Women’s  Club  for  sponsoring  the  recent  Self  Help  Course  at 
the  Station,  as  well  as  to  the  instructors  of  that  course.

Annual  Report  of  the  Playground 
and  Recreation  Commission 


In  its  nineteenth  report  to  the  Townspeople  of  Harwich, 
the  Recreation  Commission  outlines  in  brief,  the  summation 
of  an  expanded  program  for  the  year  of  1968. 

13,405  individuals  were  logged  in  the  office  record,  nearly 
one  thousand  more  than  the  previous  year.  Despite  the  fact 
that  activities  continue  to  outgrow  space  in  the  Recreation 
Building  and  depart  for  larger  quarters,  traffic  continues  to 
be  heavy.  We  are  presently  serving  more  than  forty  com¬ 
munity  groups.  Although  we  are  sadly  lacking  the  much- 
needed  large  all-purpose  room,  we  do  provide  facilities  of  a 
sort  to  a  wide  variety  of  activities  during  winter  and  sum¬ 
mer. 

We  hope  that  all  of  our  leisurely  retired  gentlemen  will 
feel  free  to  join  the  ALL-MALE  COFFEE  HOUR  each  Wednes¬ 
day  and  Thursday  mornings  from  ten  to  one  o’clock.  Crib- 
bage  and  other  games  are  usually  in  progress. 

The  perennially  popular  furniture  refinishing  class  con¬ 
ducted  by  Wendell  Bassett  is  now  in  its  eighth  year. 

The  Recreation  Building  serves  the  community  in  many 
ways.  Valuable  to  our  friends  and  neighbors  is  the  delegate 
LEGAL  SERVICES  office  directed  by  James  Falla  Esq.  which 
serves  the  public  on  Friday  of  each  week. 

Sharing  the  upstairs  office  is  the  headquarters  of  the 
invaluable  Mid-Cape  HEAD  START  tri-town  program,  di¬ 
rected  by  Mrs.  Regina  Crowley  assisted  by  Ruth  Farham, 
Adelyn  Peabody  and  many  volunteers.  It  is  the  belief  of  the 
Recreation  Commission  that  the  direct  and  indirect  benefits 
to  the  Town  deriving  from  the  Head  Start  Program  are  many 
and  provide  a  real  social  service  to  needy  families.  The  use 
of  this  office  space  serves  as  an  “in  kind”  contribution  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  to  a  Federally-funded  pro¬ 
gram. 

After  years  of  going  their  separate  ways  and  meeting  in 
numberless  joint  sessions,  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commis¬ 
sions  have  concluded  that  they  can  serve  the  community 
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most  efficiently  and  economically  with  a  merger.  At  a  special 
Town  Meeting  held  December  3,  1968  the  Town  voted  to 
petition  the  General  Court  for  legislation  to  combine  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  existing  commissions  and  establish 
a  “PARKS  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION”  of  nine  mem¬ 
bers  to  be  elected  by  the  voters. 

The  School  Committee  through  its  gracious  hospitality 
and  generous  custodial  cooperation  went  far  to  make  our 
summer  program  the  success  it  proved  to  be  when  moved 
from  Brooks  Park  to  Little  League  and  other  facilities  at 
the  High  School.  With  the  heavy  enrollment  and  daily  at¬ 
tendance,  the  concept  of  “open  playground”  was  indeed  pop¬ 
ular. 

BASKETBALL  AT  SAND  POND:  From  the  day  the  black- 
topped  court  was  completed  in  the  parking-lot  —  and 
weather  permitting  —  our  first  village  playground  was  a 
huge  success.  Self-disciplined  assorted  ages  waited  in  line 
for  a  chance  to  play  from  dawn  ’til  dark. 

ENROLLMENTS  IN  THE  SUMMER  SPORTS  PROGRAM 
again  showed  a  phenominal  increase  over  the  previous  year, 
both  in  attendance  and  participation.  1968  will  be  known  as 
the  year  of  the  swimming  “explosion”.  Approximately  500 
youngsters  received  swimming  instruction  from  our  six  quali¬ 
fied  Red  Cross  instructors.  This  represents  a  26%  increased 
enrollment  and  84%  increased  certification,  including  a  num¬ 
ber  of  “advanced”.  “TOP-BILLING”  in  our  program  once 
again  goes  to  aquatic  activities  and  to  our  most  able  water- 
safety  instructors — Irene  Packard,  “Kal”  Wynot,  Betty  and 
Paul  Callahan,  Cathie  Fitzpatrick,  Lance  Hartford  and  Paul 
Boire,  director.  An  additional  instructor  and  life-guard,  as 
well  as  morning  and  afternoon  sessions  at  Sand  Pond  are 
anticipated  for  the  summer  of  1969. 

SAILING:  More  than  50  enthusiastic  sailors  sought  in¬ 
struction  and  the  need  for  another  sailfish  was  apparent.  A 
good  percentage  qualified  for  certificates  issued  by  “Kal” 
Wynot,  instructor. 

ARTS  AND  CRAFTS  WORKSHOP:  In  response  to  in¬ 
numerable  requests  this  project  was  organized  and  con¬ 
ducted  by  Betty  Callahan,  one  of  our  talented  instructors. 
Mixed  groups  of  youngsters  could  be  seen  last  summer  pro¬ 
ceeding  in  an  orderly  fashion  to  Betty’s  classes  at  the  Rec¬ 
reation  Building  where  fascinating  and  useful  items  were 
completed.

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Report  of  the  Waterways  Study  Committee 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

1968  has  been  another  year  of  slow  but  definable  pro¬ 
gress. 

The  Waterways  Committee  continued  its  schedule  of 
monthly  meetings  with  a  consistently  high  attendance. 

We  have  noted  continuing  progress  in  the  development 
of  Saquatucket  Harbor.  The  Federal  phase  of  construction 
has  been  completed.  The  State’s  contract  for  final  dredging, 
filling  and  rough  grading  has  been  completed. 

We  continue  to  anticipate  full  completion  and  operation 
of  the  Harbor  and  Municipal  Marina  in  time  for  the  1969 
recreational  boating  season. 

We  can  expect  that  the  entrance  channels  to  Wychmere 
and  Allen  Harbor  will  be  dredged  and  open  for  full  use  in 
1969. 

Substantial  improvements  have  been  made  at  both  the 
Allen  Harbor  and  Wychmere  Harbor  Town  landings. 

This  Committee  again  sponsored  a  conference  of  all  Fed¬ 
eral,  State,  County  and  Town  agencies  to  assure  completion 
of  Saquatucket  Harbor  in  1969. 

We  particularly  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  Harwich  who  turned  out  for  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
on  December  3,  1968  and  voted  an  additional  $30,000.  to  com¬ 
plete  the  new  harbor. 

With  the  usual  complete  cooperation  of  the  Selectmen 
the  operational  pattern  for  the  new  harbor  has  been  fully 
determined  and  the  necessary  budget  requirements  estab¬ 
lished  for  1969. 

This  Committee  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  pass¬ 
ing  of  Biddle  R.  Thompson,  Jr.,  a  loyal  and  helpful  member 
of  the  Waterway’s  Committee  since  it  was  established  in 
1960.  Although  we  mourn  his  passing,  we  salute  his  memory 
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for  the  many  contributions  he  so  freely  made  to  the  progress 
of  our  work. 

This  Committee  will  continue  to  look  to  the  future,  as 
long  range  plans  are  developed  for  improvements  to  Wych- 
mere  outer  harbor  and  the  Town’s  participation  in  any  de¬ 
velopment  at  Pleasant  Bay.

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Report  of  the  Beach  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich 

I  hereby  submit  the  Report  of  the  Beach  Committee  for 
the  year  1968: 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Beach  Committee  over¬ 
saw  all  16  Town  beaches  and  found  them  in  reasonably  good 
condition. 

The  Shore  Road  Beach  in  West  Harwich  referred  to  as 
Case  45692  Land  Court  in  Equity,  was  found  to  be  owned  by 
the  Town  and  plans  are  underway  to  use  the  money  appropri¬ 
ated  for  this  purpose  by  the  Town  in  former  Town  Meetings 
to  improve  this  stretch  of  beach. 

At  the  1968  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  in  Article  75  to  buy 
three  small  sections  of  land  adjoining  the  West  end  of  Red 
River  Beach;  and  in  Articles  76  and  78  to  buy  two  parcels  of 
land  on  Hinckley’s  Pond,  giving  the  Town  approximately  1050 
feet  of  beach  on  the  Pond,  and  two  rights  of  way  on  Route  124. 

The  Beach  sticker  system  was  reviewed  and  found  to 
work  well.  7200  stickers  were  sold  during  1968  season. 

It  becomes  increasingly  hard  to  find  life  guards  for  our 
beaches  that  will  really  tend  to  business,  but  every  effort  is 
being  made  to  find  them. 

On  Sunday  August  11,  1968,  at  the  request  of  the  State, 
a  count  of  autos  and  people  using  our  beaches  was  made.  We 
felt  it  was  not  a  true  picture  of  the  usual  attendance  for  it 
was  a  cold  and  windy  day.  There  were  2486  people  and  508 
autos,  about  30%  under  the  usual  attendance. 

Seaweed  and  litter  on  the  beaches  continues  to  be  a 
source  of  annoyance,  and  even  with  additional  trash  cans, 
the  problem  continues. 
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This  Fall  work  was  done  on  the  West  end  of  Red  River 
Beach  to  stop  wind  and  water  erosion  into  the  Marsh.  At  the 
East  End  of  the  same  beach  sand  bagging  was  done  on  the 
dike,  and  extensive  rip-rapping  was  instituted  at  the  end  of 
the  dike  to  keep  sand  from  blocking  the  estuary  and  stop  the 
erosion  of  the  bank.

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Report  of  the  Shellfish  Constable 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

This  year  has  been  an  average  year  with  our  shell- 
fisheries. 

Commercial  fisheries  were  good  and  a  transplant  of  seed 
quahogs  was  made  in  Pleasant  Bay  for  the  commercial  fish¬ 
ermen.  Scallops  were  in  fair  supply  and  a  bumper  crop  is  an¬ 
ticipated  for  the  fall  of  1969. 

Family  permit  holders  had  ample  shellfish.  Quahog  seed 
was  planted  at  Wychmere  Harbor  and  Allen  Harbor.  At  Round 
Cove  Quahog  and  Oyster  seed  were  planted. 

Oyster  seed  was  imported  from  Fishers  Island  in  New 
York  and  grown  on  a  raft  at  Round  Cove.  These  Oysters  had 
a  growth  of  2%"  in  six  months  and  seems  to  be  an  excellent 
project.  More  of  this  seed  has  been  ordered  for  1969  and  the 
1968  seed  taken  from  the  raft  and  spread  on  the  East  flat  at 
Round  Cove. 

Records  and  statistics  have  been  kept  as  in  past  years  in 
cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Marine 
Fisheries.

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Brooks  Free  Library  Trustees’  Report 


When  the  articles  concerning  the  renovation  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  building,  or  a  new  building  for  Brooks  Free  Library  were 
defeated  at  the  1968  Town  Meeting,  the  Trustees  introduced 
a  resolution  asking  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  study  com¬ 
mittee  of  seven  members,  including  the  Trustees,  to  re-assess 
the  situation  and  report  to  the  1969  Town  Meeting.  This 
was  done,  and  a  report  by  that  committee  follows  the  other 
library  reports. 

Mrs.  Marguerite  Ferreira  was  elected  a  Trustee  at  the 
Town  Meeting  and  has  become  a  valuable  member  of  the 
Board  and  of  the  Library  Needs  Study  Committee. 

To  take  care  of  the  increased  circulation  and  use  of  the 
library,  and  to  offer  more  complete  service,  the  library  is  now 
open  six  afternoons  and  two  evenings  weekly,  making  a  total 
of  twenty-two  hours. 

Two  Rogers  groups  were  added  to  our  well-known  col¬ 
lection,  “Parting  Promise”,  and  “Camp  Fire”  —  a  rare  group 
last  published  by  Rogers  in  1868. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  thank  the  many  volunteers  who 
contribute  their  service:  the  members  of  the  Harwich  Garden 
Club  for  their  lovely  weekly  floral  arrangements;  Mrs.  John 
H.  Clark  and  Mrs.  J.  Edward  Elliot  who  mend  books  and  help 
keep  our  clipping-files  and  scrapbook  in  order;  and  the 
young  people  who  have  either  helped  with  the  children’s 
story  hours,  or  decorated  the  building  so  effectively  for 
Christmas. 

We  acknowledge  with  great  appreciation  several  con¬ 
tributions  which  were  made  this  year.  Mrs.  Howard  Mitchell 
added  to  her  original  gift  in  memory  of  her  husband,  and 
the  income  from  this  fund  will  continue  to  be  used  for  the 
purchase  of  non-fiction.  The  Trustees  have  established  a 
new  fund  for  gifts  such  as  that  made  under  the  will  of  Mrs. 
Margaret  Coffin  Taber  where  there  are  no  restrictions  on 
the  expenditure  of  either  principal  or  income.  RCA  Victor 
sent  a  gift  of  many  records,  with  great  variety,  which  have 
been  added  to  our  record  collection  for  circulation.  The 
Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club  has  again  donated  children’s 
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books,  and  many  individuals  have  given  books  in  memory 
of  family  and  friends.  All  of  these  add  to  the  usefulness  of 
the  library  and  to  the  enjoyment  of  its  patrons  under  our 
efficient,  capable  and  friendly  staff. 

The  library  remains  very  crowded  and  very  inconvenient 
to  reach,  but  we  hope  to  correct  both  these  situations  with 
a  new  building.

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Librarian’s  Report 


Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  once  said,  “Knowledge  is  of  two 
kinds.  We  know  a  subject  ourselves  or  we  know  where  we 
can  find  information  on  it.”  This  finding  of  information  is 
one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  a  librarian’s  job.  Our 
membership  in  the  Eastern  Regional  Public  Library  System 
has  enabled  us  to  find  more  information  for  more  people 
more  quickly.  Brooks  Library  borrows  many  books  not  in 
our  collection  —  and  they  may  come  from  as  far  away  as 
the  Library  of  Congress.  Each  member  of  the  system  holds 
a  telephone  charge  card  which  permits  it  to  tap  into  the 
reference  collection  of  either  Falmouth  or  Boston  —  often 
while  a  patron  waits  for  only  a  minute  or  two.  All  this  is 
working  toward  the  philosophy  that  everyone,  even  those 
living  in  the  smaller  communities,  has  the  right  of  access 
to  information  needed  for  business,  studies,  or  research. 

Once  again,  in  1968,  the  Harwich  Junior  Woman’s  Club 
has  shown  its  interest  in  the  library  by  cooperation  in  pre¬ 
school  story  hours  and  by  gifts  of  children’s  books.  The 
exhibit  case  has  had  many  interesting  collections  through 
the  courtesy  of  several  patrons,  and  it  has  been  a  special 
pleasure  to  hear  the  comments  of  those  who  have  been  in¬ 
spired  by  the  flower  arrangements  by  the  members  of  the 
Harwich  Garden  Club. 

Each  month  three  sixth  grade  classes  from  the  Har¬ 
wich  Intermediate  School  have  visited  the  library  to  make 
book  selections  and  learn  about  the  resources  of  a  library. 

With  the  help  of  volunteers  we  have  been  going  over 
the  book  stock  and  have  discarded  obsolete  and  worn  out 
books  in  order  to  make  some  room  for  the  new  books. 

As  of  December  31,  1968,  the  number  of  books  in  the 
library  included  11,825  adult  books,  3,874  juvenile  titles  for 
a  total  of  15,699.

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Library  Needs  Study  Committee 


Under  Resolution  of  the  1968  Annual  Town  Meeting,  a 
seven-member  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
to  study  the  needs  of  the  Harwich  free  public  library.  Those 
appointed  were  Catherine  Hudson,  Anne  Hall  Davis,  Kenneth 
Coulson,  Peter  Barca,  and  the  three  members  of  the  Board 
of  Library  Trustees,  Charlotte  P.  Sims,  Eileen  Cahoon,  and 
Marguerite  Ferreira.  Mr.  Barca  was  chosen  Chairman  and 
Mrs.  Cahoon  Secretary.  The  Committee  met  six  times  during 
the  Summer  and  Fall. 

First  considered  was  use  of  the  present  building.  The 
Committee  was  in  general  agreement  that  it  was  impracti¬ 
cable  to  renovate  an  old  structure;  age  and  lack  of  parking 
and  fireproofing  were  noted.  Six  possible  sites  for  a  new 
building  were  inspected.  However,  since  estimated  costs  of 
new  construction  were  high,  and  in  order  to  obtain  an  im¬ 
partial  professional  opinion,  the  Committee  hired  the  serv¬ 
ices  of  a  qualified  library  consultant,  Miss  Rita  Steele  of 
Fairhaven.  Her  report  stated  the  present  building  was  un¬ 
suitable  from  a  long  range  point  of  view  for  modern  library 
practice  and  a  short  term  renovation  exceedingly  expensive. 
Also,  one-person  supervision,  which  will  necessarily  be  our 
practice  for  some  years  to  come,  is  impossible  in  a  two-story 
building. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting,  the  Selectmen  and  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Finance  Committee  were 
invited  to  share  their  views.  A  consensus  of  opinion  showed 
those  present  favored  a  new  building  in  a  new  location. 

Finally,  and  having  weighed  elements  of  cost  and  serv¬ 
ice,  the  Committee  narrowed  its  thinking  to  one  site,  a  tract 
of  land  on  Oak  Street  opposite  the  high  school  and  voted 
six  to  one  in  favor  of  asking  the  Town  to  acquire  it  for  li¬ 
brary  purposes  and  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
to  construct  on  it  a  new  free  library,  to  be  known  as  Brooks 
Free  Library.

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Report  of  the  Barnstable  County 
Health  Department  for  1968 


Barnstable  County  Commissioners 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  report  of  the  Barnstable 
County  Health  Department  for  the  year  1968. 

Public  Law  89-749,  the  Comprehensive  Health  Planning 
and  Public  Health  Service  Act  of  1966,  more  commonly  known 
as  the  “Partnership  for  Health  Act  of  1966”  has  stimulated 
action  in  Massachusetts. 

The  United  States  Congress  declared  “that  fulfillment  of 
our  national  purpose  depends  on  promoting  and  assuring  the 
highest  level  of  health  attainable  for  every  person,  in  an  en¬ 
vironment  which  contributes  positively  to  healthful  individual 
and  family  living.  Federal  financial  assistance  must  be  di¬ 
rected  to  support  the  marshalling  of  all  health  resources — 
National,  State,  and  Local — to  assure  comprehensive  health 
services  of  high  quality  for  every  person.” 

A  State  Comprehensive  Health  Planning  Program  for 
Massachusetts  was  established  within  the  Executive  Office  for 
Administration  and  Finance  on  June  23,  1967  and  began  func¬ 
tioning  with  the  appointment  of  a  Director  on  April  28,  1968. 
The  Director  of  this  department  had  the  privilege  of  being 
appointed  to  the  Governor’s  Council  on  Comprehensive  Health 
and  looks  forward  to  serving  on  this  important  council. 

For  this  planning  Barnstable  County  is  in  Region  7  and 
in  the  “Barnstable”  area,  which  is  composed  of  Barnstable, 
Dukes  and  Nantucket  Counties,  and  the  Town  of  Wareham. 

This  department’s  personnel  have  always  devoted  a  great 
proportion  of  their  time  in  helping  to  establish  health  needs, 
helping  to  initiate  programs  when  needed,  coordinating  serv¬ 
ices,  and  serving  as  advisors  and  consultants  in  their  specialty. 
The  staff  continues  to  take  an  active  part  in  many  commun¬ 
ity  health  activities  and  in  their  professional  organizations. 


The  social  worker  vacancy  was  filled  at  the  end  of  this 
year.  After  a  period  of  orientation  and  review  a  statement 
of  her  services  will  be  made  available  to  appropriate  agencies 
in  the  County. 

On  September  10,  1968,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health  made  available  mumps  vaccine  to  immunize 
students  in  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  grades  who  have  no  history 
of  mumps  or  receiving  mumps  vaccine.  The  junior  high 
school  group  was  selected  for  the  initial  phase  of  the  program 
because  the  incidence  of  complications  from  mumps  is  high¬ 
est  in  adolescents  and  adults.  Five  towns  in  Barnstable  Coun¬ 
ty  have  completed  a  program  for  this  age  group. 

DENTAL  HEALTH— Alice  Dalzell 

Dental  hygiene  service  in  Barnstable  County  in  1968  was 
a  combination  of  direct  service  to  pre-school  programs  and 
schools,  educational  programs  to  communities  and  schools, 
consultation  and  research.  Every  town  on  the  Cape  was 
covered  with  some  kind  of  dental  program  or  consultation. 
Two  schools,  Nazareth  and  Holy  Trinity,  which  had  never 
received  service  before,  were  added  to  the  list. 

Much  work  was  done  at  the  pre-school  level.  During  the 
summer,  topical  fluoride  treatments  were  given  to  children 
entering  the  Orleans  School  System.  The  Dental  Hygienist 
was  a  member  of  the  team  consultation  group  to  Head  Start 
groups  and  programs,  both  summer  and  year-round,  and  gave 
direct  service  to  these  programs.  All  children  were  screened 
and  some  fluoride  treatments  were  given  if  the  child  had  not 
had  the  treatment  previously.  Many  parent  classes  were  held 
which  gave  an  excellent  opportunity  for  dental  health  edu¬ 
cation. 

An  Epidemiological  Study  to  determine  the  fluoride  con¬ 
tent  of  tooth  enamel  was  conducted  in  the  Barnstable  School 
System.  This  study  was  a  co-operative  effort  with  the  Forsyth 
Dental  Research  Center,  Massachusetts  Division  of  Dental 
Health,  Barnstable  County  Health  Department,  and  the 
School  System,  and  financed  through  a  research  grant  to 
Forsyth.  Children  in  grades  4  and  5  of  the  Hyannis  East 
Elementary  took  part  in  the  study  and  the  County  Hygienist 
was  the  clinician.  Results  of  this  study  have  not  as  yet  been 
compiled. 
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During  Dental  Health  Week,  February  4-11,  a  poster  con¬ 
test  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Cape  Cod  Dental  Society 
and  the  Council  in  Dental  Health.  All  sixth  grades  on  the 
Cape  were  invited  to  participate.  Winners  were  presented 
water-pics  and  electric  toothbrushes.  There  were  radio  inter¬ 
views,  TV  spot  announcements,  and  many  articles  on  dental 
health  in  the  newspapers.  Many  educational  programs  such 
as  assemblies  and  classroom  talks  were  held  in  the  schools  as 
special  programs  during  Dental  Health  Week.  However,  much 
of  this  dental  education  is  carried  on  through  the  school  year. 

The  new  Fluoridation  Law,  which  passed  the  1968  Legis¬ 
lature,  has  demanded  much  attention.  Under  the  new  law, 
local  Boards  of  Health,  with  the  approval  of  the  State  Health 
Commissioner,  have  the  authority  and  responsibility  for 
recommending  fluoridation  if  they  deem  it  in  the  public  in¬ 
terest.  As  with  many  new  laws,  people  are  not  always  sure 
how  to  proceed  properly  under  the  statute,  and  calls  for  ad¬ 
vice  and  assistance,  speakers,  etc.,  have  been  numerous.  The 
cost  of  dental  care  makes  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  a 
must  for  the  prevention  of  tooth  decay.  Water  fluoridation 
is  a  controversial  matter  and  much  needs  to  be  done  to  inform 
the  communities  that  the  benefits  far  out-weigh  the  fears. 
The  new  law  assures  healthier  teeth  for  growing  children  with 
benefits  extending  into  later  life — stronger  bones  for  adults 
is  one  such  benefit. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  SANITATION— Richard  Sturtevant 
All  inspectional  programs  were  performed  according  to 
the  Massachusetts  State  Sanitary  Code  which  included  eating 
and  drinking  establishments,  recreational  camps,  family  type 
camp  grounds,  public  and  semi-public  swimming  pools,  and 
sewage  disposal  inspections.  Local  Boards  of  Health  were  as¬ 
sisted  in  sewage  disposal  approval  where  special  problems 
existed. 

Other  activities  included  approval  of  day  care  centers, 
public  and  private  school  inspections,  sub-division  approvals, 
bathing  beach  approvals,  shellfish  control,  field  investigations 
for  tick  control,  and  epidemiological  investigations. 

The  amount  of  time  devoted  to  these  activities  can  be 
realized  by  referring  to  the  statistical  summary  in  this  report. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  some  towns  have  proceeded 
to  acquire  public  lands  for  future  use  for  solid  waste  disposal 
and  public  water  supplies.  In  the  near  future  a  study  will 
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have  been  completed  by  the  Cape  Cod  Economic  and  Develop¬ 
ment  Advisory  Commission  relative  to  water  supply,  solid 
waste  disposal  for  Barnstable  County.  Members  of  this  de¬ 
partment  are  working  with  the  Commission  in  making  this 
study. 

NURSING — Esther  G.  Howes 

One  of  the  major  goals  for  1968  had  been  “to  provide 
more  direct  supervision  for  each  public  health  nurse.”  Be¬ 
cause  continued  “certification”  for  Medicare  coverage  requires 
the  provision  of  supervision,  written  agreements  were  drawn 
up  between  six  towns  and  the  Barnstable  County  Health  De¬ 
partment.  These  agreements  meant  a  new  relationship  with 
the  public  health  nurses,  beyond  that  of  answering  requests 
for  help  and  imparting  information  on  new  programs.  Direct 
supervision  includes  knowledge  of  cases  and  case  manage¬ 
ment,  of  the  behavior  and  performance  of  nurses,  and  in¬ 
cludes  a  commitment  to  the  employers  of  nurses.  This  means 
a  periodic  evaluation  and  report  to  the  employer  as  to  the 
nurses  professional  growth  and  her  ability  to  maintain  stan¬ 
dards  of  public  health  practice. 

There  are  52  public  health  nurses  employed  now  in  the 
County,  17  are  prepared,  and  all  of  the  agency  nurses  now 
have  nursing  supervision.  The  school  nurses  continue  to  be 
pre-occupied  with  personnel  policies;  however,  there  is  need 
for  many  to  demonstrate  their  ability  in  curriculum  planning 
and  health  education,  and  to  propose  new  ways  of  using  non¬ 
professional  helpers.

Guidance  and  coordination  of  health  component  of  Head 
Start  Programs. 

Preparation  for  Medicare  certification  for  one  additional 
town. 

Assistance  in  expansion  of  service  and  program  in  Falmouth 
and  Bourne. 

Instruction  and  field  experience  in  public  health  nursing 
supervision  for  a  student  in  the  graduate  school  of  Boston 
University. 

Instruction  of  several  classes  of  Homemaker  Recruits  on 
“Personal  Care  Aspects.” 
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Consultation  to  Cape  Cod  Community  College  Health  Serv¬ 
ices  Director. 

Maintenance  of  the  Tuberculosis  Case  Register  for  the 
County. 

Coordination  and  liaison  for  the  Crippled  Children’s  Pro¬ 
gram  in  this  area. 

Membership  and  committee  chairman  in  several  local 
health  and  welfare  organizations.

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Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

Herewith  for  your  consideration  is  the  32nd  Annual  Re¬ 
port  of  the  Water  Department  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31),  1968. 

Interest  during  this  past  year  has  been  focused  on  the 
Report  prepared  by  Whitman  &  Howard,  Engineers,  on  fu¬ 
ture  planning  of  the  Water  System.  This  report,  copies  of 
which  have  been  placed  in  the  three  Libraries  in  the  Town 
and,  also,  in  the  Town  Clerk’s  office  for  reference,  contains 
certain  recommendations  for  improvements  to  the  system 
and  through  articles  submitted  by  the  Commission  that  were 
voted  favorably  at  the  1968  Annual  Town  Meeting,  a  start  has 
been  made  in  carrying  out  certain  phases  of  this  program. 

Under  Article  15  of  1968  and  funds  carried  over  from 
Article  46  of  1967,  pumping  tests  have  been  continued  in 
various  locations  in  the  Town,  primarily  in  the  East  Har¬ 
wich  area.  Property  owners  off  Bay  Road  in  this  section  have 
been  approached  by  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  in 
regard  to  land  acquisition,  this  land  to  be  used  for  proposed 
well  fields.  Several  owners  submitted  prices,  some  greater  than 
the  Department  anticipated  and,  as  a  result,  it  was  deemed 
feasible  to  employ  an  appraisal  consultant  to  make  a  survey 
and  advise  us  accordingly.  There  will  be  two  articles  inserted 
in  the  1969  Warrant  requesting  appropriations  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  land  for  future  growth  and  water  requirements  and 
we  strongly  urge  voter  approval. 

It  was  necessary  in  August  of  this  past  year  to  call  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  to  reconsider  Articles  20  and  21  in¬ 
serted  in  the  March  Warrant.  It  was  recommended  by  the 
Town  Legal  Counsel  that  the  Water  Commissioners  rather 
than  the  Selectmen  take  the  lands.  This  procedure  delayed 
the  entire  project  and  added  considerable  expense  due  to  the 
rise  in  cost  of  construction.  In  December,  land  purchases  were 
made,  plus  payments  of  land  damages. 

We  have  recently  invited  bids  for  the  construction  of 
four  gravel  packed  wells  and  the  erection  of  a  one  million 
gallon  elevated  tank  which  are  to  be  opened  in  January  of 
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1969.  Additional  specifications  will  be  drawn  up  for  pumping 
stations,  pumping  equipment  and  mainline  construction  and 
we  are  hopeful  that  these  projects  will  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  1969. 

Other  bids  were  opened  on  June  10  for  Water  Works 
Supplies  and  for  Laying  Water  Mains.  Two  bids  were  received 
for  the  latter  from  Robert  A.  Munroe  Construction  Co.  with 
a  bid  price  of  $20,862  and  Donahue  &  Flaherty  with  an  offer 
of  $24,145.  The  Contract  for  the  work  was  awarded  Robert  A. 
Munroe  Construction  Co.  of  Attleboro,  the  low  bidder. 

On  July  8  five  bids  were  opened  for  Well  Testing  and  the 
Contract  went  to  D.  L.  Maher  Co.  for  the  bid  price  of  $11,110. 

An  article  requesting  $4,100,  which  represents  the  balance 
due  on  a  grant  given  to  the  Town  in  1948  by  the  Federal 
Government,  will  appear  in  the  1969  Warrant.  The  grant 
totaling  $9,100  was  used  by  the  Water  Department  to  employ 
an  engineering  firm  to  make  a  survey  and  prepare  plans  for 
the  expansion  of  the  system.  As  these  plans  were  later  util¬ 
ized,  it  was  necessary  that  the  Town  reimburse  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  the  full  amount. 
$1,800  was  refunded  in  1950  and  $3,200  in  1956,  thus  leaving 
$4,100  which  will  be  the  final  payment. 

1.60  miles  of  mainline  construction  was  completed  on 
Town  Ways  during  this  year  at  a  cost  of  $42,797.74  to  the 
Town.  These  included  Great  Western  Road,  Bells  Neck  Road, 
Gilbert  Lane  from  Doane  Road  to  Lothrop  Avenue,  Main 
Street  in  the  North  Harwich  section  and  Pleasant  Bay  Road. 
Approximately  2.20  miles  of  mains  were  installed  in  private 
developments,  however,  the  developer  paid  for  the  cost  of 
the  required  needs  in  his  development  with  the  Town,  on  oc¬ 
casion,  underwriting  any  additional  expense  due  to  larger  in¬ 
stallations  where  the  Commissioners  felt  future  growth  is 
likely.  The  total  cost  to  the  developer  for  laying  pipe  on  these 
private  ways  was  $46,237.05  with  the  cost  to  the  Town 
amounting  to  $5,071.89. 

This  past  year  a  request  to  provide  some  fifteen  resi¬ 
dents  in  the  Dennis  Port  area  with  water  was  received  by 
this  department  from  the  officials  of  the  Dennis  Water  Dis¬ 
trict.  As  there  is  an  existing  water  main  in  this  particu¬ 
lar  section,  there  would  be  no  expense  involved  and  each 
resident  would  be  billed  the  same  rate  that  Harwich  tak¬ 
ers  are  paying.  There  will  be  an  article  in  the  1969  War¬ 
rant  for  voter  action.  It  might  be  well  at  this  time  to  again 
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remind  the  voters  that  the  Agreement  with  the  officials  of 
the  Chatham  Water  Company  will  expire  in  1970  as  voted 
under  Article  88  at  the  1960  Town  Meeting.  The  Board  feels 
that  the  rate  of  20c  per  1,000  gallons  of  water  charged  this 
Company  is  much  too  low  and  should  be  increased  to  the 
same  rate  that  takers  in  Harwich  are  required  to  pay.  An 
article  regarding  this  matter  will  be  entered  in  the  1969 
Warrant  for  your  consideration. 

Effective  January  1,  1969  there  will  be  an  increase  in 
your  water  rate  schedule.  The  minimum  charge  will  be 
$32.00  per  calendar  year  allowing  50,000  gallons  with  an  an¬ 
nual  $8.00  charge  for  each  multiple  unit.  Seasonal  turn¬ 
ons  and  turn-offs  will  be  billed  $2.50  each  with  the  excess 
charge  raised  from  40c  per  1,000  gallons  to  60c  per  1,000 
gallons.  The  Commissioners  studied  this  matter  thoroughly 
during  the  year  and,  after  comparing  rates  in  other  Cape 
Towns  and  noting  the  continuous  rising  costs  of  mainten¬ 
ance  and  operation  of  the  department,  it  was  their  convic¬ 
tion  that  an  increase  was  essential.  It  is  expected  that  this 
additional  income  will  cover  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
departmental  expenses.  It  may  be  noted  that  the  new  rates 
are  lower  than  the  average  rates  of  other  towns  on  the  Cape. 

Receipts  this  year  totaled  $1/53,741.21  and  143  new  ser¬ 
vice  connections  were  added  to  the  distribution  system.  The 
total  consumption  for  1968  was  258,830,220  gallons.  Our 
pumping  facilities  during  the  summer  months  were  taxed 
to  capacity  due  to  the  extremely  dry  season.  Numerous  days 
during  the  month  of  July,  the  elevated  water  tank  on  Route 
28  in  Harwich  Port  was  empty  for  several  hours  per  day  and, 
although  we  had  approximately  500,000  gallons  in  reserve  in 
the  Standpipe  at  Brooks  Park,  this  was  solely  for  fire  pro¬ 
tection.  It  is  a  situation  such  as  this  that  shows  the  im¬ 
portance  of  looking  ahead  and  planning  on  water  system 
improvements. 

Maintenance  work  this  year  has  been  somewhat  neglect¬ 
ed  due  to  the  lack  in  Personnel.  In  mid-year  we  placed  a 
Help  Wanted  ad  in  the  local  paper  for  a  Pipe  Layer  but,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  low  rate  of  pay,  were  unable  to  attract  anyone. 
It  is  hoped  that,  if  the  revised  Compensation  Plan  is  voted 
favorably,  we  will  be  successful  when  we  again  advertise. 

Departmental  vehicles  are  in  good  repair  and  will,  there¬ 
fore  be  used  another  year.  The  Case  Tractor  is  giving  us 
some  difficulty  and  will  necessitate  repairs,  however,  it  was 
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ultimately  decided  to  defer  requesting  funds  for  new  equip¬ 
ment  until  1970. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  those 
who  have  assisted  us  in  any  way  during  the  year  and  to  our 
Personnel,  many  thanks  for  your  cooperation.

The  year  1968  saw  the  end  of  the  local  Welfare  Boards 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Under  new  statutes 
enacted  in  1967,  the  administration  of  the  various  welfare 
programs,  both  local  and  state  and  federally  supported,  were 
transferred  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Wel¬ 
fare.

Polls  will  open  at  12  Noon  and  close  at  8:00  P.M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  on  one  ballot  the  following  Town 
Officers  and  Committees:  Moderator  for  one  year;  one  Se¬ 
lectman  and  member  of  Board  of  Health  for  three  years;  one 
Assessor  for  three  years;  one  Tree  Warden  for  three  years; 
two  School  Committee  members  for  three  years;  one  Park 
Commissioner  for  three  years;  one  Water  Commissioner  for 
three  years;  one  Cemetery  Commissioner  for  three  years;  one 
Trustee  Brooks  Free  Library  for  three  years;  one  Recreation 
Commissioner  for  three  years,  and  to  vote  on  the  following 
question:

Summary: 

Regular  or  permanent  members  of  the  police  force  of  the 
Town  of  Harwich,  excepting  the  Chief  of  Police,  upon  accept¬ 
ance  of  Section  48  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws  (Civil  Service)  and  appointment  to  the  police  force 
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shall  be  made  from  an  eligible  list  prepared  by  the  Director 
of  Civil  Service  as  provided  in  section  47 A  of  Chapter  31.  The 
status  of  all  incumbents  of  positions  in  the  regular  or  perma¬ 
nent  police  force  in  the  Town  of  Harwich  at  the  time  of  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  this  section  shall  be  determined  as  provided  in 
Section  47 A  of  Chapter  31,  of  the  General  Laws  insofar  as  it 
applies  to  the  official  service. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  and  Com¬ 
mittees. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  bor¬ 
row  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  revenue  for 
the  financial  years  beginning  January  1,  1969  and  January  1, 
1970  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General  Laws, 
Chapter  44,  Section  4,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may 
be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  17 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  all  Town  Officers  and 
Committees  for  the  year  1968. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salaries 
of  the  elected  officials  of  the  Town  for  the  calendar  year 
1969  as  follows:

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Personnel  By-Law  accepted  under  Article  5  on  March  5,  1962, 
and  as  amended  by  Article  38  on  March  5,  1963,  Articles  6 
and  7  on  March  3,  1964,  Article  6  on  March  8,  1966,  Article  6 
on  March  6,  1967  and  Article  6  on  March  4,  1968,  by  striking 
out  the  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  set  forth  in  the 
Appendix  of  the  Personnel  By-Law,  as  amended,  and  substi¬ 
tuting  therefor  the  following: 
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and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  and  authorized  by  the 
Personnel  Board. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  required  to  defray 
Town  charges  for  the  calendar  year  of  1969  and  to  act  fully 
thereon,  (see  Budget). 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  purchase  three  (3) 
new  police  cruisers  and  equipment,  and  to  authorize  the  Se¬ 
lectmen  to  trade  in  the  1966  Dodge  and  two  1968  Pontiacs 
now  owned  by  the  Town,  the  sum  received  from  the  said 
trade  to  be  used  toward  the  purchase  of  the  new  cruisers, 
and  to  act  fully  thereon.  Chief  of  Police.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  exempt  all 
other  Departments  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  from  minimum 
charges  and  excess  water  use  Charges  as  levied  by  the  Water 
Department  of  the  Town  of  Harwich.

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00)  to  be 
used  by  the  Water  Department  for  the  installation  of  water 
mains  on  Town  Ways  as  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners 
shall  determine  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  Water  Commis¬ 
sioners. 
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Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  for  the  use  of  the  Water  Commissioners  the  sum  of

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  install  a  hydrant  on 
Ridgevale  Road,  South  Harwich  near  the  residence  of  Rich¬ 
ard  E.  Gomes  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  Mervyn 
A.  Hall  and  others. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  install  and  maintain 
a  water  main  on  Julien  Road,  South  Harwich,  from  Route  28 
southerly  approximately  3,168  feet  to  the  residence  of  Mrs. 
Uhlig  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  Louise  I. 
Walker  and  others. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  twelve  thousand  eight 
hundred  eighty  dollars  ($112,880.00)  for  the  purpose  of  hot 
mixing  and  improving  various  Town  Roads  and  to  act  fully 
thereon.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00)  for  the 
purpose  of  hard-topping  and  improving  turnarounds,  for  pub¬ 
lic  safety,  on  various  dead-end  streets  owned  by  the  Town 
and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Highway  Sur¬ 
veyor. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  six  hundred  dollars 
($7,600.00)  for  the  purpose  of  re-surfacing  and  improving 
Main  Street  and  Oak  Street,  Harwich  Center  and  to  act  fully 
thereon.  By  request  of  the  Highway  Surveyor. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00)  for  the 
purpose  of  installing  drainage  on  various  Town  Roads  and  to 
act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Highway  Surveyor. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($7,500.00)  and  to  authorize  the  Highway  surveyor  to  pur¬ 
chase  and  equip  one  new  roller  and  one  new  track  paver  and 
to  act  fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Highway  Surveyor. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  dollars  ($9,000.00)  to  be 
used  with  whatever  State  and  County  funds  are  available  for 
Chapter  90  Road  Construction  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  Cus¬ 
tomary  Article. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  to  be 
used  with  whatever  State  and  County  funds  are  available  for 
Chapter  90  Highway  Maintenance  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
layouts  of  Shannon  Road;  Cranberry  Lane;  Dale  Road;  For- 
sythia  Drive;  Third  Street  (portion  running  north  to  Oak 
Street);  Cherokee  Road;  Samoset  Road  and  Samoset  Way; 
Jesse  Eldredge  Road;  Storer  Lane;  Storer  Way  from  Storer 
Lane  to  old  R.  R.  property;  Lazy  Lane  (Southerly  from  Resta- 
bit  Road);  Princes  Street  and  the  relocation  and  alteration 
of  Oliver  Snow  Road,  a  Town  way,  as  reported  and  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Selectmen  under  date  of  January  31,  1969  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  purchase  or  take  by  eminent 
domain  the  land  or  interest  in  the  land  within  said  layouts

($3,500.00)  for  the  purpose  of  hard-topping  and  improving 
Moody  Road,  Harwich  Port,  and  to  act  fully  thereon.  By  re¬ 
quest  of  Walter  J.  Hughes  and  others. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Highway  Surveyor  to  regrade  and  resurface  with  hot  mix  and 
properly  finish  the  edges  of  Long  Pond  Drive  from  Route  124 
(Pleasant  Lake  Avenue)  easterly  through  the  junction  of  7th 
Street  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of  money 
therefor  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
Selectmen  to  lay  out  Evelyn’s  Drive,  Harwich  (shown  as  a 
40  ft.  private  way  on  Land  Court  Plan  35062-A)  located  on 
the  northerly  side  of  Route  28,  as  far  as  the  Brewster  Town 
line  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

3.  Have  no  gutters,  troughs,  pans  or  other  means  of 
holding  grease. 

4.  Be  supported  by  non-combustible  hangers. 

5.  Maintain  18"  clearance  from  unprotected  combust¬ 
ible  material  (Unless  protected  in  accordance  with 
appendix  B). 

6.  Overlap  appliances  12"  on  each  side  except  wall 
side. 

FILTERS : 

C.  Grease  filters  or  other  approved  means  of  grease  ex¬ 
traction  designed  for  this  specific  purpose  shall  be 
provided. 

1.  They  shall  be  constructed  of  non-combustible 
material. 

2.  They  shall  be  easily  removable  or  accessible  for 
cleaning. 

3.  The  distance  between  the  lower  edge  of  the  filter 
and  cooking  surface  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  No  exposed  flame  (Grilles,  French-fryers,  etc.) 

2y2  feet. 

B.  Exposed  charcoal  and  charcoal  type  fires 

iy2  feet. 

C.  Exposed  fires  other  than  type  b.  3 y2  feet. 

4.  Care  must  be  taken  not  to  affect  flow  of  flue  gases. 
Discharge  from  flues  should  be  18"  from  filter. 

5.  Exhaust  system  shall  not  be  operated  with  filters 
removed. 

EXHAUST  FANS  SHALL: 

D.  1.  Be  of  approved  type,  sized  to  handle  continuous 

load. 
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2.  Have  blades  with  sufficient  clearance  to  prevent 
build-up  of  residue  causing  friction. 

3.  Have  means  for  inspection,  servicing  and  cleaning. 

4.  Have  a  tell-tale  light,  indicating  fan  is  operating, 
in  the  kitchen  area  if  exhaust  fan  is  out  of  sight. 

5.  Comply  at  all  times  with  requirements  of  the  Mass. 
Electric  Code,  as  enforced  by  the  Building  Depart¬ 
ment. 

6.  If  of  the  mushroom  type,  be  provided  with  a  self- 
contained  pan  on  the  roof  surface  to  collect  resi¬ 
due  and  facilitate  cleaning. 

PROTECTION-HIGH  LIMIT: 

E.  An  automatic  means  of  control  shall  be  provided, 
in  addition  to  the  adjustable  operating  control,  to 
shut-off  all  sources  of  fuel  to  frialators  in  the 
event  the  unit  is  heated  above  400-425°  range. 

PROTECTION-EXTINGUISHING  SYSTEMS : 

F.  1.  An  accessible  mechanical  means  of  actuation  for 

the  fire  extinguishing  system  shall  be  provided 
near  the  entrance  to  kitchen,  but  in  no  case  fur¬ 
ther  away  than  25  feet.

6.  If  more  than  one  system  is  installed  for  protection 
of  a  number  of  appliances  served  by  a  common 
duct  system,  actuation  of  any  system  shall  actuate 
the  system  protecting  the  exhaust  duct  system. 

7.  A  sketch  shall  be  submitted  for  approval  of  all  sys¬ 
tems  proposed.  Acceptance  test  of  system  shall  be 
witnessed  by  the  Harwich  Fire  Department.  An 
annual  test  and  regular  inspection  by  qualified 
persons  shall  be  required.  Operating  instructions 
shall  be  given  employees  by  installer  and  clear, 
concise  instructions  posted  in  kitchen  area. 

8.  Additional  portable  units  as  required  by  this  de¬ 
partment  shall  be  provided. 
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CLEANING: 

G.  1.  Accessible,  liquid-tight,  bolted  panels  shall  be  pro¬ 

vided  for  cleaning  at  each  change  of  direction  in 
duct  system,  and  at  base  of  vertical  risers. 

2.  An  inspection  and  cleaning  contract  for  hoods  and 
ducts  shall  be  in  evidence. 

3.  Filters  shall  be  cleaned  on  a  regular  schedule. 

DUCTS: 

H.  Ducts  from  hoods  or  other  primary  collection  means 
shall  be  constructed  of  galvanized  steel  or  iron  pro¬ 
tected  by  an  approved  paint  with  a  minimum  U.  S. 
Gauge  of  #18. 

INTERIOR  DUCTS  SHALL: 

I.  1.  Have  all  seams  and  joints  welded  with  a  continu¬ 

ous  bead  on  the  exterior  of  same  so  as  to  be  liquid 
tight.

3.  Be  separated  by  at  least  eighteen  (18)  inches  from 
unprotected  combustible  material.  (Unless  pro¬ 
tected  in  accordance  with  Appendix  B). 

4.  Lead  as  directly  as  possible  to  the  exterior  of  the 
building. 

5.  Be  constructed  without  forming  dips  or  traps  for 
residues. 

6.  Constitute  an  independent  system,  not  connected 
with  any  other  source. 

VERTICAL  RISERS  SHALL: 

J.  1.  Ordinarily  be  located  on  exterior  of  building  and 

adequately  supported. 

2.  When  located  on  exterior  of  buildings  have  all 
seams  and  joints  welded  with  a  continuous  bead 
on  the  exterior  of  same  so  as  to  be  liquid  tight,  if 
within  two  feet  of  any  window  or  other  opening. 

3.  Maintain  a  clearance  of  at  least  eighteen  (18) 
inches  from  unprotected  combustible  material. 
(Unless  protected  in  accordance  with  appendix  B.)

3.  At  least  ten  (10)  feet  from  adjoining  grade  levels. 

4.  Away  from  the  surface  of  the  roof.

Question  No.  1 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the 
General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
June  16,  1965,  received  210  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  26 
in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches 
held  May  10,  1967,  received  220  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
9  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  increases 
from  five  days  to  ten  days  the  period  of  time  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  gives  the  Governor  to  act  upon  measures  passed  by  the 
Legislature  and  submitted  to  him  for  approval.  No  other 
changes  are  made  in  the  several  Constitutional  provisions 
relative  to  action  by  the  Governor  upon  such  measures.

Question  No.  2 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the 
General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
August  30,  1966,  received  188  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  46 
in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches 
held  May  10,  1967,  received  174  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
78  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  authorizes 
the  Legislature  to  impose  an  income  tax  graduated  accord¬ 
ing  to  total  income,  and  authorizes  the  granting  of  reasonable 
exemptions,  deductions  and  abatements,  as  an  alternative 
to  the  exercise  of  the  Legislature’s  existing  power  to  tax 
income  under  Article  44  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing  authorization,  the  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  permits  any  such  tax  to  be  imposed  at  a 
uniform  percentage  of  an  individual’s  federal  income  tax 
liability  or  at  graduated  rates  applied  to  his  total  income 
taxable  federally,  and  it  permits  reasonable  variations  of  any 
federal  provision.  It  requires  that  the  graduated  rates,  ex¬ 
emptions,  and  deductions  be  set  without  regard  to  the  king 
of  income  being  taxed. 


Question  No.  3 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Do  you  approve  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
constitution  summarized  below,  which  was  approved  by  the 
General  Court  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
July  20,  1966,  received  225  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  1 
in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches 
held  June  15,  1967,  received  210  votes  in  the  affirmative  and 
2  in  the  negative? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  amendment  of  the  Constitution  defines  the 
circumstances  in  which  a  Governor’s  inability  to  perform  his 
functions  shall  cause  his  office  to  become  vacant,  and  it 
establishes  a  procedure  for  making  the  necessary  determin¬ 
ations.  The  office  will  become  vacant  following  a  declaration 
of  disability  by  the  Governor  himself  or  by  the  Chief  Justice 
and  a  majority  of  the  Associate  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  or  such  other  body  as  the  Legislature  may

provide.  The  vacancy  will  terminate  four  days  after  the 
Governor  declares  that  no  disability  exists,  unless  (1)  with¬ 
in  that  period  the  Chief  Justice  and  majority  of  the  Associ¬ 
ate  Justices,  or  such  other  body  provided  by  the  Legislature, 
should  make  a  contrary  declaration  and  (2)  within  another 
stated  period  the  Legislature,  by  two-thirds  of  each  branch 
present  and  voting,  then  determines  the  issue  contrary  to 
the  Governor’s  declaration. 

The  same  procedure  will  also  apply  to  a  Lieutenant  Gov¬ 
ernor  who  in  the  case  of  a  vacancy  is  performing  the  Gov¬ 
ernor’s  duties. 

The  proposed  amendment  also  requires  the  election  of  a 
Governor  for  the  unexpired  balance  of  the  four-year  term  if 
a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Governor  as  described  in  the  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  continues  for  a  six-month  period  expiring 
more  than  five  months  prior  to  a  biennial  state  election 
other  than  an  election  for  Governor. 

Question  No.  4 

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  upon  which 
the  House  of  Representatives  did  not  vote  and  upon  which 
the  Senate  did  not  vote? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  provides  that  the  official  ballot  in  the 
biennial  State  election  for  the  year  1970  shall  contain  a 
question  asking  the  voters  whether  there  shall  be  a  conven¬ 
tion  in  1971  to  (1)  revise,  alter  or  amend  the  constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  on  the  following  subjects,  insofar  as 
they  relate  to  the  structure  of  government,  and  no  others; 
the  Executive  Branch;  the  General  Court;  the  Executive 
Council;  the  government  of  cities,  towns  and  counties  and 
their  relationship  to  each  other  and  to  the  government  of 
the  Commonwealth;  (2)  simplify  and  rearrange  the  consti¬ 
tution,  and  (3)  provide  methods  of  amendment  thereof.  The 
question  will  state  that  the  convention  shall  not  consider  or 
propose  any  measure  which  relates  to  the  Massachusetts 
Declaration  of  Rights,  the  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts 
constitution  concerning  the  “Judiciary  Power”  (other  than 
provisions  respecting  the  Executive  Council),  or  any  of  the 
excluded  matters  enumerated  in  Article  XLVIII,  n,  Section 
2  of  the  Massachusetts  constitution.  The  question  will  fix 
the  number  of  delegates  to  the  convention  at  150,  of  whom 
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20  members  shall  be  members  of  the  General  Court;  the 
remaining  130  members  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  in  the 
manner  summarized  below.  The  question  will  also  state  that 
the  convention  shall  conclude  its  business  not  later  than  120 
days  from  its  first  session. 

The  proposed  law  provides  that  if  a  majority  of  the  votes 
on  the  foregoing  question  is  in  the  affirmative,  the  conven¬ 
tion  shall  be  held  in  July,  1971  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  the 
constitution  on  the  matters  enumerated  above  only.  The 
House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate  shall  each  elect  as 
delegates  10  of  its  members,  not  more  than  6  from  each 
branch  coming  from  the  same  political  party.  Of  the  re¬ 
maining  130  delegates,  10  shall  be  elected  at  large  and  120 
shall  be  elected  from  the  40  senatorial  districts,  3  from  each. 
Provision  is  made  for  the  nominating  and  electing  these  130 
delegates,  without  party  or  political  designation,  for  filling 
vacancies  occurring  in  the  position  of  any  delegate,  from 
whatever  source  chosen,  and  for  the  conduct  of  the  conven¬ 
tion’s  business. 

Any  revisions,  alterations  and  amendments  of  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  constitution  adopted  by  the  convention  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  people  at  the  State  election  in  1972  for 
their  ratification  and  adoption  in  such  manner  as  the  con¬ 
vention  may  direct.  If  a  majority  of  the  people  voting  there¬ 
on  ratify  and  adopt  such  revision,  alteration  or  amendment, 
the  constitution  shall  be  deemed  to  be  changed  accordingly. 

The  proposed  law  provides  that  if  the  vote  on  the  ques¬ 
tion  to  be  submitted  at  the  biennial  State  election  in  1970  is 
in  the  affirmative,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  preparatory 
commission  of  5  members  to  compile  data  to  aid  the  con¬ 
vention  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties.  Each  member  of  the 
commission  shall  receive  compensation  of  $10,000  and  the 
Commission  may  expend  a  sum  not  in  excess  of  $200,000  as 
the  Governor  may  approve,  for  its  expenses.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

During  the  year  1968,  your  School  Committee  took  the 
necessary  action  to  effectuate  several  important  changes  in 
the  organization  and  administration  of  the  Harwich  School 
System.  On  April  3,  1968,  your  School  Committee  and  the 
Chatham  School  Committee  both  unanimously  voted  to  re¬ 
quest  the  State  Department  of  Education  to  allow  the  disso¬ 
lution  of  Union  No.  16.  This  Union,  which  was  originally 
comprised  of  the  Towns  of  Harwich,  Chatham,  Eastham,  and 
Orleans  has  been  in  existence  since  1903.  In  1957,  the  Towns 
of  Orleans  and  Eastham  were  permitted  to  separate  from  the 
Union.  The  basic  purpose  of  such  a  union  is  to  enable  two  or 
more  small  towns  to  share  a  superintendent  and  other  per¬ 
sonnel,  particularly  teaching  specialists  whom  each  individual 
town  would  not  otherwise  be  able  to  afford  to  employ,  and 
for  many  years,  the  Town  of  Harwich  derived  educational 
benefits  in  this  respect  because  of  the  existence  of  the  Union. 
More  recently,  however,  as  the  member  towns  grew  and  their 
respective  school  enrollments  increased,  each  town  felt  the 
need  for  full  time  teaching  specialists  in  the  various  fields, 
and  the  number  of  shared  employees  gradually  diminished. 
The  members  of  your  Committee  have,  for  several  years,  felt 
that  the  time  had  arrived  when  the  necessity  for  a  union  no 
longer  existed,  and  that  the  Harwich  School  System  had 
grown  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  important  to  have  our 
own  superintendent. 

Despite  the  general  reluctance  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education  to  permit  the  dissolution  of  any  school  union 
in  the  Commonwealth,  the  presentation  made  before  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Regions  and  Unions  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education  by  a  sub-committee  of  Union  No.  16,  and  an  in¬ 
spection  tour  of  existing  school  facilities  in  the  Towns  of 
Harwich  and  Chatham  by  Department  of  Education  person¬ 
nel,  convinced  the  State  Department  of  Education  of  the 
necessity  for  dissolving  the  Union  and  permission  was  grant¬ 
ed.  Thus,  for  the  first  time  in  recent  history,  beginning  on 
January  1,  1969,  the  effective  date  of  the  dissolution,  the 
Town  of  Harwich  will  have  a  completely  independent  school 
system,  headed  by  it  own  full  time  superintendent.  To  fill 
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the  position  of  Superintendent  of  Schools,  your  School  Com¬ 
mittee  chose  Jesse  J.  Morgan,  the  former  Superintendent  of 
Union  No.  16. 

The  importance  which  the  members  of  the  Harwich 
School  Committee  attached  to  the  dissolution  of  the  Union 
is,  perhaps,  best  underscored  by  the  fact  that  the  vote  to 
dissolve  the  Union  was  unanimously  passed  with  the  full 
knowledge  of  all  concerned  that  the  members  of  the  Harwich 
School  Committee  could  no  longer  receive  compensation  from 
the  Town  after  the  dissolution  became  effective. 

In  August,  the  School  Committee  welcomed  Russell  K. 
Noyes,  Jr.,  as  the  new  Principal  of  the  Harwich  Junior-Senior 
High  School.  Mr.  Noyes  came  to  Harwich  from  Springfield, 
Vermont,  where  he  had  been  Assistant  Principal  of  the  High 
School.  Previously,  Mr.  Noyes  had  served  as  Principal  of  the 
High  School  in  Wells,  Maine.  Mr.  Noyes  was  selected  from 
approximately  forty  candidates  who  applied  for  the  position. 

At  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Noyes,  your  School 
Committee  created  a  new  post  of  Guidance  Director  and 
Assistant  Principal-Curriculum  Coordinator,  and  appointed 
Frederick  F.  Dunford  to  fill  this  position.  Previously,  Mr. 
Dunford  had  served  as  Guidance  Director.  In  addition,  the 
Athletic  Department  was  reorganized  by  the  creation  of  the 
position  of  Athletic  Director  to  which  Charles  Dunbar  was 
appointed. 

In  October,  your  School  Committee,  in  accordance  with 
state  law,  entered  into  collective  bargaining  with  the  Harwich 
Teachers  Association  relative  to  a  contract  for  the  school  year 
1969-1970.  At  the  time  of  the  submission  of  this  report,  no 
agreement  had  been  reached.  However,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
collective  bargaining  procedure  will  produce  an  agreement 
within  a  reasonable  time. 

As  is  customary,  the  task  of  preparing  a  budget  for  the 
ensuing  year  has  confronted  the  members  of  your  School 
Committee  with  the  difficult  task  of  attempting  to  maintain 
and  improve  the  high  quality  of  the  educational  program  in 
the  public  schools  of  the  Town  of  Harwich,  while  being  fully 
cognizant  of  the  growing  burden  which  is  placed  upon  the 
taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  by  the  imposition  of  con¬ 
stantly  increasing  taxes  in  all  sectors  of  the  public  economy. 
The  members  of  your  School  Committee  have  spent  many 
hours  attempting  to  cope  with  these  budgetary  considerations 
and  have  conscientiously  attempted  to  achieve  a  reasonable 
balance  between  the  interests  of  quality  education  and  those 
of  the  taxpayers.

Your  School  Committee  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  parents,  citizens,  and  tax¬ 
payers,  and  to  the  teaching  staff  and  other  school  employees 
for  their  continued  efforts  to  provide  the  finest  education  pos¬ 
sible  for  the  children  of  the  Town  of  Harwich.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

This  is  my  twelfth  report  which  is  the  seventy-eighth  in 
the  series  of  such  reports. 

As  the  year  1968  comes  to  a  close,  the  schools  come  full 
circle.  December  31  marks  the  end  of  the  district  organiza¬ 
tion  begun  in  1891.  Prior  to  that  year  the  seven  or  more 
schools  had  been  fully  directed  by  the  School  Committee. 
In  1969,  after  seventy-eight  years  as  a  member  of  several 
union  districts,  Harwich  will  be  alone  again. 

There  was  a  time  when  membership  in  a  district  had 
meaning.  It  provided  better  service  for,  and  brought  economy 
to  the  member  towns.  These  advantages  disappeared  one 
after  another  until  finally  there  was  no  reason  to  perpetuate 
an  organization  having  only  form  left. 

In  1968  it  was  unanimously  voted  by  the  members, 
Chatham  and  Harwich,  to  request  permission  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  to  dissolve  Mass.  School  Superintendency 
Union  No.  16. 

At  this  time  it  seems  fitting  to  give  a  brief  history  of 
the  Union  Districts  in  which  Harwich  has  been  a  member. 

In  1888  the  Mass.  Legislature  passed  an  Act  designed  to 
encourage  School  Committees  in  small  towns  to  give  up  the 
custom  of  personally  supervising  the  public  schools  under 
their  control  and  to  secure  the  services  of  a  paid  professional 
for  that  purpose.  Realizing  the  reluctance  of  local  officials  to 
relinquish  power,  the  Legislature  made  provision  in  the  Act 
for  the  State  to  reimburse  the  local  unit  up  to  approximately 
80%  of  the  cost  of  this  service.  Harwich  was  quick  to  recog¬ 
nize  a  bargain. 

In  1891  Harwich,  Provincetown,  Eastham  and  Wellfleet 
formed  a  School  District  and  hired  Sanford  Waters  Billings 
as  its  first  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  members  of  the 
Harwich  Committee  were  George  N.  Munsell,  Benjamin  F. 
Sears  and  Albert  D.  Long. 

Some  statistics  as  to  the  educational  system  may  be  of 
interest.  In  1892  the  school  appropriation  was  $5,000.  There 
was  an  additional  $300  for  books  which  were  purchased  by 
the  School  Committee.  Quite  understandably  they  received 
commissions  for  their  work  as  purchasing  agents. 

In  that  year  there  were  forty-three  births  in  Harwich, 
twenty-five  males  and  eighteen  females.  This  was  more  than 
balanced  by  fifty  deaths.  Of  the  thirty-one  marriages,  *“the 
oldest  groom  was  eighty-two;  his  bride  was  seventy-five, 
while  the  youngest  couple  were  nineteen  and  seventeen.” 

*  Quoted  from  Town  Clerk’s  Report. 
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As  in  some  communities  today,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  School  Committee  did  not  see  eye-to-eye  on  all  matters 
concerning  the  schools,  particularly  in  regard  to  school  ex¬ 
penditures.  The  Selectmen  accused  the  School  Committee  of 
over-expending  the  school  appropriation  by  $1,314.41.  The 
School  Committee  stoutly  maintained  in  written  rebuttal  that 
there  was  an  unexpended  balance  of  $608.61.  What  was  the 
reason  for  the  hassle  ?  A  mere  matter  of  bookkeeping  —  the 
two  boards  were  using  different  fiscal  years. 

In  the  first  full  year  of  supervision,  Harwich  paid  Supt. 
Billings  $302.80  as  its  share  of  his  salary,  plus  $1.40  carfare. 
The  state  reimbursed  the  town  $240.65  of  this  amount.  (Ap¬ 
proximately  79%.) 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  those  days  (no  compari¬ 
son  intended),  the  school  committee  talked  plainly  to  its 
bosses,  the  electorate.  In  its  report  that  year,  among  many 
other  matters,  some  very  pointed  remarks  were  made  to  the 
citizens.  I  quote  from  the  School  Committee  report,  “Savings 
can  be  made  if  pupils  are  made  fully  responsible  for  keeping 
textbooks  in  good  condition  —  if  not,  parents  will  be  called 
upon  to  pay.”  Again,  in  regard  to  poor  attendance,  “Parents 
are  often  more  to  blame  than  the  pupils.” 

At  the  graduation  that  year  there  was  an  unusually  large 
class,  fifteen,  of  whom  three  had  the  surname  of  Nickerson. 
The  total  school  population  was  449,  housed  in  seven  schools, 
some  graded  and  others  ungraded.  The  school  year  had  been 
32  to  34  weeks  and  was  extended  that  year  to  36  weeks. 
Later,  and  for  years,  the  high  school  was  in  session  forty 
weeks,  from  9:00  A.M.  to  4:00  P.M.  each  school  day. 

There  were  two  terms,  spring  and  fall.  Spring  term  lasted 
five  months  and  the  fall  two.  From  the  latter  part  of  August 
into  October  there  was  no  school  due  to  the  need  for  labor  — 
harvesting  the  crops,  particularly  cranberries.  It  should  be 
noted  that  during  this  period  Harwich  produced  more  cran¬ 
berries  than  all  the  other  towns  in  Barnstable  County. 

The  school  year  began  in  October  and  with  frequent  in¬ 
terruptions  ran  through  the  32  to  34  weeks.  Attendance  was 
definitely  poor  (less  than  65%  average). 

Teacher  tenure  was  brief.  It  was  not  unusual  to  have  a 
turnover  of  ten,  even  twelve,  out  of  fourteen  teachers.  Many 
had  no  training  beyond  high  school. 

Walter  Marsh  was  the  High  School  Principal  (Professor) 
and  was  the  whole  faculty.  He  was  the  high  school  and  taught 
all  the  children  and  all  the  subjects.  The  curriculum  was 
limited  and  weighted  heavily  toward  college  preparation. 
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Admission  to  the  high  school  was  wholly  dependent  upon 
passing  an  entrance  examination. 

During  the  early  years  of  the  new  school  district,  super¬ 
intendents  came  thick  and  fast.  (Principals  more  so.)  Sanford 
Billings,  who  came  first,  was  followed  in  rapid  succession  by 
C.  W.  Fearing  in  1893,  W.  O.  Cartwright  in  1894,  Warren  M. 
Dutton  in  1897,  S.  W.  Chace  in  1898,  Frank  H.  Hill  in  1901, 
and  Loring  G.  Williams  in  1908. 

The  School  Committees  expressed  some  concern  over  the 
all  too  brief  tenure  of  these  first  superintendents  in  Harwich. 

The  first  union  of  Harwich,  Provincetown,  Wellfleet  and 
Eastham  was  of  short  duration.  In  1893  or  1894  there  was  a 
rearrangement  of  the  member  towns.  Wellfleet  and  Province- 
town  withdrew  and  were  replaced  by  Orleans  and  Brewster. 

Between  1894  and  1903,  there  is  a  gap  in  the  information 
available  to  me.  It  is  clear,  however,  that  Frank  H.  Hill  came 
to  Harwich  in  1901  and  he  was  the  superintendent  when  the 
union  was  rearranged  in  1903.  At  that  time  it  came  to  include 
Harwich,  Chatham,  Eastham  and  Orleans.  Chatham  was  the 
new  member.  Apparently  the  “District”  of  Harwich,  Chatham, 
Orleans  and  Eastham  organized  in  1903  continued  without 
change,  until  1957,  at  which  time  Eastham  and  Orleans  united 
with  Wellfleet.  Chatham  and  Harwich  went  on  together 
through  1968.  It  was  most  amicably  agreed  in  1968  that  there 
was  no  longer  any  reason  for  the  Union’s  existence  and  it 
was  unanimously  voted  to  dissolve  Union  No.  16. 

A  favorable  recommendation  by  the  State  Committee 
on  Regions  and  Unions  was  obtained  and  permission  to  dis¬ 
solve  was  received  early  in  June  from  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

The  district  in  its  several  forms  had  served  the  commu¬ 
nity  well  from  1891  to  1968.  Harwich  and  Chatham  worked 
closely  together  for  65  years.  (1903-1968.) 

Perhaps  it  should  be  recorded  that  following  Superin¬ 
tendent  Williams  came  William  Fisher  Sims  (1923-1929), 
Charles  H.  Pratt  (1929-1947),  Herbert  E.  Hoyt  (1947-1955), 
Sydney  G.  Pierce  (1955-1957)  and  the  present  incumbent 
from  1.957  to  December  31,  1968. 

Finally,  it  might  be  noted  that  twelve  superintendents 
have  served  during  the  seventy-seven  years  from  1891 
through  1968.* 

*Note:  This  sketch  has  been  hastily  researched  and  com¬ 
piled  and  probably  contains  many  errors.  At  a  later  date 
when  time  permits,  it  is  planned  to  trace  in  detail  the  de¬ 
velopment  and  growth  of  the  Harwich  Schools  from  1888 
to  1969. 
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The  High  School 

After  four  years  of  service  as  High  School  Principal, 
Mr.  Kenneth  G.  Abbott  resigned  and  accepted  a  larger  and 
better-paid  position  in  another  community.  Before  becoming 
Principal  here,  Mr.  Abbott  did  an  outstanding  job  as  Director 
of  Guidance  in  Chatham  and  Harwich.  While  in  Harwich  he 
gave  conscientious  and  unstinting  service.  Our  best  wishes  go 
with  him  to  his  new  position. 

We  were  most  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  Russell 
K.  Noyes  of  Springfield,  Vermont,  to  replace  Mr.  Abbott. 
Mr.  Noyes  has  had  twenty  years’  successful  experience  as 
teacher,  coach,  athletic  director,  assistant  principal,  and  prin¬ 
cipal  prior  to  coming  to  Harwich.  Excellent  recommendations 
were  received  and  have  been  borne  out  by  a  very  auspicious 
beginning.  We  trust  he  will  have  many  successful  years  of 
service  in  Harwich. 

In  September  three  additional  teachers  were  added  to  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  staff  and  one  at  the  Intermediate 
School.  This  was  made  necessary  by  increased  enrollment  and 
expansion  of  the  curriculum.  The  rapid  increase  in  building 
costs  since  1961  justifies  the  building  of  the  High  School  to 
allow  for  future  growth. 

Kindergarten  Transportation 

After  years  of  waiting,  bus  transportation  for  Kinder¬ 
garten  pupils  was  instituted.  This  is  an  expensive  service  due 
to  the  age  of  the  children  since  busses  must  go  near  their 
homes.  However,  the  results  fully  justify  the  cost,  which  is 
largely  reimbursed  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Federal  Programs 

Federal  funds  have  been  used  again  for  our  summer 
programs,  as  well  as  for  equipment,  guidance,  and  business 
education.  The  “Little  Fiddlers  Program”  has  also  been  con¬ 
tinued  through  a  Federal  Grant,  under  the  outstanding  lead¬ 
ership  of  Mrs.  Sylvia  Edmunds. 

School  Lunch  Program 

Federal  funds  have  also  been  used  to  subsidize  our  School 
Lunch  Program.  Under  the  able  direction  of  our  Dietitian 
and  Director,  Mrs.  Priscilla  Baldwin  Crowell,  this  service  is 
at  an  all-time  high.  The  meals  are  much  improved.  The  atti¬ 
tude  of  the  workers  is  most  cooperative.  In  addition  to  the 
good  quality  of  the  meals,  the  finances  are  in  a  much  im¬ 
proved  condition.  This  is  almost  wholly  due  to  the  efforts  of 
Mrs.  Crowell. 
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Plant 

Needed  repairs  have  been  made.  The  High  School  exterior 
painting,  begun  last  year,  has  been  completed.  At  the  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  some  glass  block  windows  have  been  weather 
proofed  and  skylights  covered  with  skydomes.  At  the  Inter¬ 
mediate  School  roof  repairs  were  made  and  a  vent  hood  in¬ 
stalled.  The  flat  portion  of  the  roof  is  thirty-three  years  old 
and  must  be  replaced.  The  slate  roof  must  have  extensive 
repairs  and  other  work  done.  It  is  planned  to  continue  the 
waterproofing  at  the  Elementary  School  in  1969.  The  inade¬ 
quate  artificial  lighting  at  the  original  Elementary  School  is 
to  be  corrected  through  the  installation  of  fluorescent  fixtures. 

Dental  Clinic 

Our  most  important  health  program  is  to  be  expanded. 
All  of  the  services  given  by  Dr.  D’Elia  and  Mrs.  Ray  will  be 
continued.  Plans  have  been  made  to  expand  the  dental  clinic 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Anderson  S.  Briggs  and  Dr.  Carl 
Clapp.  This  is  further  discussed  later  on  in  Dr.  Briggs’s  report. 

Drug  Abuse 

The  Committee  on  Drug  Abuse  was  active  and  functioned 
steadily  during  the  year.  Much  education  has  been  brought 
to  the  pupils.  School  Committee  and  staff  members  have  had 
an  active  part  in  this  program.  Guidance  Director,  Frederick 
Dunford,  is  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

Full-time  Superintendent 

The  separation  of  Chatham  and  Harwich  gives  the  Super¬ 
intendent  adequate  time  to  discharge  his  duties  in  Harwich 
properly.  There  will  be  time  to  attend  important  local,  and 
area  educational  meetings,  supervise  classroom  teaching,  or¬ 
ganize  and  pursue  a  specific  program  for  recruitment  of  all 
personnel  and  particularly  teachers.  In  short,  there  should  be 
time  enough  to  care  for  the  over-all  details  of  the  operation 
of  the  schools  in  the  interest  of  efficiency  and  economy. 

Looking  Forward 

We  are  fortunate  in  many  respects  in  Harwich.  We  have 
strong  leadership  in  the  persons  of  our  building  principals 
and  our  supervisors.  Teachers  and  special  area  personnel  are 
well-trained  and  dedicated  to  their  work.  We  have  an  under¬ 
standing,  interested  and  active  school  committee  which  en¬ 
joys,  among  other  things,  a  warm,  friendly  relationship  with 
its  employees.  Our  custodial,  cafeteria  and  office  staffs  are 
the  best  that  we  have  had  during  my  twelve  years.  Thus  it  is 
natural  that  we  look  forward  to  1969  with  the  expectation 
that  it  will  be  a  year  of  great  progress  in  the  education  of 
Harwich  children.*

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REPORT  OF  THE  JR.-SR.  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Since  school  opened  in  September,  work  has  been  pro¬ 
gressing  in  the  following  areas  of  our  total  school  program: 

Athletics 

A  policy  has  been  written  relative  to  all  aspects  of  our 
athletic  program.  Standards  have  been  established  and/or 
reaffirmed  in  order  to  assure  the  best  possible  conditions  under 
which  a  good,  sound  program  can  be  carried  out.  Special 
emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  responsibility  relative  to 
conduct,  attitude,  and  behavior,  both  in  and  out  of  school, 
that  our  participating  athletes  must  accept.  It  is  our  feeling 
that  participating  in  a  school-sponsored  athletic  activity  is  a 
distinct  privilege  and  should  be  treated  accordingly  by  all 
those  concerned. 

Student  Council 

In  order  to  keep  the  student  body  informed  as  to  what 
the  Council  accomplishes  during  its  weekly  meetings,  a  morn¬ 
ing  assembly  is  held  every  2nd  Monday  involving  grades  7-12. 
During  these  assemblies,  the  Council  president  and  secretary 
conduct  the  program,  which  involves  (1)  the  reading  of  the 
previous  meeting’s  minutes,  (2)  announcements  pertinent  to 
student  welfare,  and  (3)  presentation  of  student  talent. 

Rank  Card  Evaluation 

A  committee  of  teachers  has  been  formed  to  re-evaluate 
our  present  rank  card.  We  are  especially  concerned  with  the 
method  used  to  report  a  student’s  standard  of  conduct. 

Curriculum 

Work  is  underway  in  terms  of  evaluating  specific  areas 
of  our  curriculum.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  mathe¬ 
matics  and  language  areas  this  year. 

There  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  a  great  deal  of 
emphasis  placed  on  student-oriented  responsibility  in  all  areas 
of  our  program.  It  is  our  feeling  that  most  young  people  are 
capable  of  accepting  and  handling  a  great  deal  of  responsi¬ 
bility  in  a  constructive  and  contributing  manner.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY 
AND  INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS 

This  is  my  fifteenth  annual  report  as  principal  of  the 
elementary  school  and  fifth  as  principal  of  the  intermediate. 

Since  its  beginning  as  a  consolidated  school,  the  Harwich 
Elementary  School  and  also  later  the  Harwich  Intermediate 
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School  has  been  the  scene  of  fantastic  growth  not  only  in 
physical  size  but  also  in  the  numbers  of  children,  curriculum 
offerings,  and  ancillary  services. 

In  1954,  when  I  came  to  Harwich,  there  were  383  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  elementary  school.  Today  there  are  over  650  chil¬ 
dren  and  many  Harwich  children  are  enrolled  in  the  parochial 
school.  In  1954  the  entire  school  population  —  elementary, 
junior  and  senior  high  school  totalled  only  614.  These  past 
15  years  have  seen  large  numbers  of  families  move  to  our 
town  —  one  of  the  reasons  being,  I  sincerely  hope,  the  high 
quality  of  all  our  schools. 

Our  curriculum  has  kept  pace  with  modern  concepts  of 
educational  thought  even  though  we  have  not  gone  off  in  all 
directions  seeking  the  newest  fad  in  education.  I  said  in  my 
last  report  most  innovations  in  education  are  merely  old  wines 
in  new  bottles.  Children  today  are  much  more  knowledgeable 
and  educationally  skillful  than  they  were  a  generation  ago. 
Of  course,  the  schools  cannot  take  all  of  the  credit  for  this. 

There  appears  to  be  a  strong  trend  on  the  part  of  the 
schools  to  assume  responsibilities  not  historically  assigned 
to  education. 

Health  services  in  the  schools  have  increased  by  leaps 
and  bounds.  Dental  care  of  an  intensive  type  is  being  offered. 
Counseling  in  hygiene  and  general  health  care  is  being  offered 
by  our  school  nurse.  General  first  aid  procedures  with  occa¬ 
sional  home  follow  up  has  become  a  part  of  our  responsibilities. 

Speech  therapy,  school  adjustment  counselling,  hot  school 
lunch  programs,  conferences  with  Massachusetts  Division  of 
Child  Guardianship  and  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children,  and  others  are  areas  in  which  the  modern  school 
is  deeply  concerned. 

No  day  in  school  work  is  ever  the  same  as  the  previous 
day.  Yet  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  routine  that  has  become 
part  and  parcel  of  the  school  day.  Certain  time  blocks  are 
allocated  for  the  subject  matter  to  be  taught.  Lunches  must 
be  served  and  recesses  held. 

Our  federally  supported  Title  III  Elementary  and  Sec¬ 
ondary  Education  Act  “Little  Fiddlers”  program  is  perhaps 
even  more  enthusiastically  supported  by  the  children  this 
year  than  last.  Many  mothers  are  attending  night  classes 
learning  to  help  their  children  play  the  violins. 

Support  to  all  educational  effort  is  given  by  the  good  work 
of  the  custodians,  cafeteria  workers,  bus  drivers,  school  nurse 
and  others. 
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The  school  secretary  should  be  commended  especially  for 
her  work  with  the  children.  A  sometime  mother,  nurse,  con¬ 
fessor,  she  is  always  there  when  the  children  need  help. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Superintendent 
and  his  staff  and  the  members  of  the  School  Committee  for 
their  support  and  understanding.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  ART  SUPERVISOR 

Art  work  accomplished  over  the  past  year  includes  crea¬ 
tive  opportunities  in  both  two  and  three  dimensions.  Drawing, 
painting,  cut  paper  designs,  blockprints,  murals,  ceramics, 
collages,  and  constructions  are  among  a  wide  variety  of  proj¬ 
ects  offered  in  the  art  program  for  grades  K-6. 

The  following  activities  were  included  in  the  art  program 
to  enrich  the  child's  understanding  of  all  the  arts : 

1.  For  the  third  year  all  the  sixth  grades  took  an  art 
field  trip  to  the  Chrysler  Museum  in  Provincetown. 

2.  Grades  five  and  six  viewed  a  fine  television  program, 
“Meet  the  Arts''  twice  each  month.  Each  program 
illustrated  a  different  theme  using  music,  sculpture, 
painting,  dance  and  poetry. 

3.  Art  appreciation  for  grades  five  and  six  used  “Artist 
Junior"  and  large  color  reproductions  of  paintings. 

An  evening  of  art  and  music  held  in  mid-May  success¬ 
fully  combined  instrumental  music,  choral  music,  and  the 
colorful  art  of  the  children.  Over  two  hundred  parents  viewed 
the  art  exhibition  displayed  in  the  foyer  and  hall  of  the  ele¬ 
mentary  school. 

Brooks  library  again  exhibited  large  Christmas  paintings 
by  our  third  graders  and  displayed  work  from  all  grades  over 
the  summer. 

In  October  our  children  were  represented  in  a  Cape-wide 
art  show  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Art 
Education  Association  held  in  Harwich  this  year. 
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Our  young  artists  had  two  opportunities  to  share  their 
talents  in  community  projects:  grades  four,  five,  and  six  took 
part  in  the  Conservation  Poster  Contest  sponsored  by  the 
Harwich  Jr.  Woman’s  Club;  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  de¬ 
signed  jesters  for  the  Harwich  Jr.  Theater  Program  cover 
and  inserts. 

This  coming  June  we  plan  to  be  represented  in  the  Har¬ 
wich  275th  Anniversary  Celebration  with  an  art  exhibition 
of  the  children’s  work  at  the  elementary  school.  We  hope  that 
many  townspeople  and  friends  will  take  this  opportunity  to 
see  for  themselves  what  our  lively  young  artists  can  do.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

I  was  accepted  into  the  Harwich  School  System  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  1,  1968.  My  duties  began  with  frequent  Health  Ap¬ 
praisals  in  the  classrooms,  Kindergarten  through  grades  6. 
Recommendations  and  consultations  with  parents  were  made 
when  needed. 

Vision  and  Audio  tests  were  given  each  individual  stu¬ 
dent,  including  the  kindergarten,  by  Mrs.  John  Caplice. 
Retests  were  given  and  State  Department  forms  were  sent 
home  for  each  pupil  who  required  a  doctor’s  or  specialist’s 
attention. 

Children  with  special  problems  or  handicaps  have  been 
helped  by  the  various  clinics  and  private  organizations  avail- 
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able  in  this  area.  Home  visits  and  personal  contacts  with  the 
parents  have  helped  to  make  this  possible. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  grade  girls  attended  a  seminar 
last  Spring  and  a  modern  and  worthwhile  film  was  presented 
on  Personal  Health. 

The  fall  term  began  with  Dr.  D’Elia  giving  physical  ex¬ 
aminations  to  all  junior  and  senior  high  school  students  going 
out  for  Sports.  These  were  followed  by  examinations  for  all 
first  graders  who  had  not  been  previously  examined  by  their 
own  doctors.  The  parents  were  given  the  option  to  be  present 
during  this  time.  Physical  examinations  are  presently  being 
planned  for  the  third  and  seventh  grade  pupils. 

The  dental  clinic  began  full  force  this  September  with 
an  evaluation  of  each  student.  More  time  for  the  clinic  is 
being  planned  as  we  realize  the  great  value  of  such  a  pro¬ 
gram  for  our  Harwich  pupils. 

*1  have  been  privileged  to  attend  several  conferences, 
workshops  and  seminars  offered  to  better  the  School  Health 
Program.  These  have  helped  me  to  be  aware  of  the  many 
available  agencies  to  the  program  which  will  enable  me  to 
better  serve  the  students  and  work  with  the  school  personnel 
more  closely. 

*  Arrangements  were  made  and  fulfilled  for  all  school  person¬ 
nel  to  have  their  chest  x-rays  at  the  Cape  Cod  Hospital  in 
September.  These  chest  x-rays  are  good  for  a  three-year 
period. 

It  is  most  important  to  understand  the  School  Nurse's 
main  objective  is  to  perform  such  duties  as  are  required  by 
the  State  Department  of  Health,  and  under  the  direction  of 
the  local  School  Committee.  She  works  independently,  and  is 
not  under  medical  direction.  Therefore,  she  does  not  prescribe, 
diagnose  or  give  medication.  It  is  important  she  help  the  well 
student  stay  well ;  however,  the  parent  holds  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  for  the  student  in  school.  The  School  Nurse  helps  to  main¬ 
tain  good  health  conditions  and  standards  which  will  help 
prevent  accidents  and  contagious  health  problems.  She  guides 
the  student  to  strive  for  high  attendance  in  a  happy  and 
healthful  environment. 

We  are  all  reaching  for  one  goal,  and  that  is  the  best 
welfare  possible  in  the  Department  of  Education  for  our 
school  children.

This  year  the  clinic  has  started  a  somewhat  new  program. 
Dr.  Clapp  is  concentrating  on  the  second  to  fourth  grades  to 
see  if  it  will  be  possible  to  eliminate  some  of  our  future  major 
dental  problems  in  the  upper  grades.  All  other  grades  will  be 
cared  for  as  in  the  past,  and  this  usually  means  that  those  in 
most  need  of  treatment  will  be  cared  for  first  if  possible. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  469  Jr.  High  and 
High  School  students  examined,  201  required  no  dental  care. 
This  is  a  very  good  percentage  for  that  age  group  and  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  area  dentists  and  the  school  clinic 
have  done  a  fairly  good  job  of  promoting  and  accomplishing 
good  dental  health  over  the  past  few  years. 

As  usual,  thanks  and  appreciation  are  due  to  all  the  school 
personnel  who  have  been  so  cooperative  this  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF 
INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC 

Students  in  ever  greater  numbers  are  participating  in 
our  instrumental  music  program  this  year.  Greater  enroll¬ 
ment  for  lessons  on  the  elementary  level  has  forced  me  once 
again  to  cut  down  on  time  spent  on  the  High  School  level. 
We  are  fast  approaching  the  time  to  consider  hiring  a  third 
member  for  our  music  faculty  to  assist  in  both  the  vocal  and 
instrumental  departments. 
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Part  of  our  elementary  increase  is  due  to  interest  gen¬ 
erated  by  the  Little  Fiddlers.  After  only  one  year  its  impact 
is  already  felt  on  our  program.  We  expect  a  greater  load  next 
year.  Interest  in  wind  instruments  and  band  is  also  increased. 

On  the  High  School  level  we  are  now  functioning  well.  How¬ 
ever,  we  expect  that  next  year  will  see  a  change  in  the  activity 
program  schedule.  We  hope  the  change  will  not  lessen  our 
effectiveness. 

In  the  near  future  we  should  also  consider  the  addition 
of  a  course  in  music  theory  and  a  course  in  humanities  for 
the  High  School. 

This  year  our  students  have  been  active  in  concert  work 
and  festival  participation  as  in  the  past.  In  addition  to  the 
many  students  who  attended  the  Cape  Cod  Festival,  two  in¬ 
strumentalists  attended  the  New  England  Festival  last  spring, 
and  four  will  participate  in  the  Southeastern  Mass.  Festival 
this  winter.  We  are  proud  of  these  pupils  who  won  these 
honors  through  auditions.

REPORT  OF  THE  VOCAL  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

The  key  to  music  is  listen.  Sometimes  it  seems  to  be  diffi¬ 
cult  for  today’s  children  to  do  just  this.  However,  with  an 
expanded  listening  program  in  the  elementary  school  it  is  felt 
that  there  is  improvement  in  this  activity.  Records  have  been 
coordinated  with  the  seasons,  holidays  and  the  general  pro¬ 
gram  of  note  reading,  rote  singing  and  rhythmic  expression 
followed  in  each  grade  level. 

Two  third  grades  and  two  fifth  grades  are  enjoying  new 
up-to-date  song  books. 

Once  again  the  sixth  grades  sang  last  spring  at  the  annual 
Fine  Arts  night,  and  also  presented  a  program  at  the  Ram¬ 
bling  Rose  Rest  Home  which  was  much  appreciated.  Through¬ 
out  the  year  the  various  other  grades  gained  experience  in 
singing  at  assembly  programs. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  two  of  the  four  kindergartens 
had  to  be  dropped  this  year  in  order  to  make  room  in  the 
busy  schedule  for  an  additional  fifth  grade. 

A  sound  filmstrip  entitled  “The  History  of  Music”  is 
being  presented  to  the  Junior  High  eighth  grades  in  which 
art,  architecture,  literature,  history  and  music  are  all  tied 
together. 
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Six  high  school  girls  were  honored  at  the  New  England 
Festival  Auditions  by  receiving  red  ribbons,  and  two  were 
selected  to  attend  the  festival  in  Vermont.  Seven  girls  also 
attended  the  Cape  Cod  Festival,  and  it  is  encouraging  that 
this  year  twenty-one  wish  to  go,  and  best  of  all,  six  are  tenors 
or  basses !

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DEVELOPMENTAL 

AND  CORRECTIVE  READING 

One  of  the  primary  aims  throughout  the  early  school 
years  is  to  make  each  child  an  independent,  efficient,  confident 
reader.  When  test  and  observation  indicate  a  skill  deficiency, 
teachers  refer  pupils  for  diagnosis  and  remediation.  The  pro¬ 
gram  was  designed  to  give  individual  and  small  group  instruc¬ 
tion  to  pupils  from  grades  2  - 12.  But  it  has  grown  to  such 
proportions  that  alterations  have  been  necessitated  to  accom¬ 
modate  these  students.  At  present  I  see  the  same  students  in 
the  Elementary  and  Intermediate  Schools  three  times  a  week, 
for  periods  ranging  in  length  from  20  to  45  minutes,  class 
size  from  3  to  14  students.  In  the  Junior-Senior  High  School 
students  come  two  periods  a  week,  classes  varying  from  5  to 
13  students.  Diagnostic  and  evaluative  tests  indicate  signifi¬ 
cant  improvement  results  from  the  help  and  practice  they 
receive. 

This  past  year  I  was  privileged  to  attend  two  major 
conferences  in  Boston.  In  February  the  Annual  Internation 
Conference  for  Children  with  Learning  Disabilities  proved  to 
be  very  helpful.  The  work  is  concerned  with  a  relatively  new 
concept  in  identifying  handicapped  children,  too  often  mis¬ 
labeled  “retarded”  or  “delinquent”,  and  is  usually  related  to 
perceptual  distortions.  The  area  is  one  in  which  we  will  be 
doing  more  work.  In  April  the  International  Reading  Asso¬ 
ciation  13th  Annual  Convention  had  as  its  theme  “Reading  in 
the  Total  School  Curriculum”  and  emphasized  the  importance 
of  early  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  disabled  reader. 

The  Summer  Reading  Laboratory  program  funded  by  the 
Federal  Elementary  and  Secondary  School  Education  Act  of 
1965  was  continued  in  an  expanded  form  this  past  summer. 
Funds  were  provided  for  three  instructors  and  an  aide  in  the 
High  School  and  two  tutors  in  the  Elementary  School.  In  the 
lower  school  each  child  selected  received  individual  help  for 
one-half  hour  a  day  for  six  weeks,  primarily  in  phonics  and 
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reading  comprehension.  The  students  in  the  High  School  pro¬ 
gram  were  from  Grades  5-12  and  each  had  individually  pro¬ 
grammed  lessons  with  tutorial  help  when  needed.  Results  from 
the  summer  program  indicate  that  this  has  become  a  valuable 
part  of  our  total  school  curriculum  in  reading.

REPORT  OF  THE  ADULT  EVENING  SCHOOL 

PROGRAM 

The  State-aided  Vocational  Education  Program  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  and 
administered  by  the  Harwich  School  Committee,  and  the 
Liberal  Arts  Courses  sponsored  by  the  School  Committee  pro¬ 
vide  evening  classes  for  adults. 

Over  two  hundred  adults  are  taking  courses  offered  in 
our  schools  this  year.  Weekly  classes  are  given  in  Cake  Deco¬ 
rating,  Rug  Hooking  and  Rug  Braiding,  Tailoring,  Beginning 
and  Advanced  Sewing,  Decorated  Ware,  Home  Improvement, 
Crewel,  Furniture  Refinishing  and  Knitting  under  State-aided 
Vocational  Education  approved  subjects.  The  Liberal  Arts 
Program  carries  classes  in  Typing,  Spanish  and  an  informal 
Parent-Teacher  Discussion  Session  for  “Little  Fiddlers’'. 

The  accomplishments  of  the  Adult  Evening  Courses, 
under  expert  instruction  available  to  our  program,  are  shown 
in  the  annual  exhibit  held  each  year,  usually  in  April,  at  the 
completion  of  the  prescribed  twenty-week  session.  Each  year 
the  evening  school  gains  the  interest  of  more  and  more  of 
the  adult  population.  It  is  gratifying  that  the  townspeople 
are  enjoying  and  benefiting  from  the  facilities  they  help  pro¬ 
vide  for  our  children.

Truancy  in  all  our  schools  dropped  to  just  one  case. 

There  were  no  court  cases  this  term. 

Work  permits  were  issued  to  a  total  of  157,  about  30 
more  than  last  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPEECH  THERAPIST 

Speech  therapy  programs  are  quite  new  to  school  systems 
of  relatively  small  enrollments,  though  they  have  been  in 
existence  for  many  years  in  the  larger,  more  urban  areas. 
I  do  not  work  with  every  child  in  the  school  systems,  but 
concentrate  my  efforts  on  those  who  have  any  type  of  com¬ 
munication  problem.  Though  there  are  many  different  types 
of  communication  problems  in  the  general  population,  only 
four  basic  classifications  are  usually  found  in  the  public 
school:  defects  of  articulation,  abnormal  voice  quality,  stut¬ 
tering,  and  problems  due  to  hearing  impairment. 

Articulation  refers  to  how  we  produce  our  consonants. 
The  majority  of  my  cases  distort,  substitute,  or  omit  con¬ 
sonant  sounds,  thus  rendering  their  speech  partially  unin¬ 
telligible. 

Voice  problems  are  defects  in  the  overall  sound  of  the 
voice :  abnormal  pitch  range,  lack  of  expression  and  inflection, 
inability  to  speak  loudly  enough. 

Stuttering  is  perhaps  the  most  debilitating  speech  prob¬ 
lem  of  all.  This  is  an  emotional  problem  which  usually  re¬ 
quires  many  hours  of  parent  conferences  as  well  as  direct 
contact  with  the  student. 

Hard  of  hearing  students  need  auditory  training  (im¬ 
proving  their  ability  to  discriminate  between  similar  sounds) 
and  practice  in  lipreading. 

Each  September  for  the  past  three  years  all  third  graders 
and  all  eighth  graders  have  been  tested  individually.  This  year 
all  seventh  graders  were  also  screened.  Therefore,  all  of  the 
students  in  the  present  grades  of  three  through  eleven  have 
been  seen  individually  by  me.  In  the  future  only  the  third 
grades  will  have  to  be  screened  each  Fall.  All  other  students 
come  to  me  on  referral. 

After  this  testing  period  is  completed  each  year,  a  case¬ 
load  of  approximately  forty  is  scheduled.  Most  cases  are  seen 
for  20  to  25  minutes,  two  times  a  week.  As  the  year  pro¬ 
gresses  some  students  are  dismissed  and  new  cases  take  their 
places.  The  total  caseload  per  year  averages  70.  (35  in  Chat¬ 
ham,  35  in  Harwich,  since  I  am  hired  jointly  by  both.) 

Any  student  from  K  through  12  can  be  considered  for 
therapy.  My  goal  in  all  cases  is  to  help  students  overcome 
their  difficulties  to  such  a  degree  that  they  may  function 
scholastically  and  socially  on  a  par  with  their  classmates.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

SCHOOL  ADJUSTMENT  COUNSELLOR 

The  specified  duty  of  the  School  Adjustment  Counsellor 
is  to  assist  children  through  the  early  process  of  emotional 
development.  Since  disorders  in  this  growth  process  have 
many  causes  and  symptoms,  the  School  Counsellor  is  con¬ 
cerned  for  many  aspects  of  childhood  experience  and  his  serv¬ 
ice  is  diverse  and  comprehensive.  Emotional  characteristics 
are  associated  with  physical  health,  perceptual  functioning, 
mentality,  learning  experience,  cultural  and  moral  expecta¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  the  family  and  social  relationships  of  which 
we  are  most  aware.  This  possible  involvement  in  many  aspects 
of  a  child’s  life  is  the  school  counsellor’s  unique  potential  for 
effective  service. 

The  range  of  this  service  might  be  conveyed  statistically. 
During  1968  sixty-three  students  in  Chatham  and  Harwich 
were  engaged  in  regular  tri-monthly  counselling  consuming 
nine  hundred  and  eighty  hours  invested  mainly  equally  in 
direct  child  counselling  and  in  discussion  with  parents  and 
teachers,  as  well  as  medical,  psychiatric,  educational  agencies, 
police  courts,  camps,  clergy,  benevolences,  etc.  Presently 
thirty-two  children  participate  in  such  counselling.  Short¬ 
term  guidance  type  services  have  been  offered  to  sixty  other 
children. 

Effort  is  made  to  expand  the  existent  child-care  agencies 
on  the  Cape  and  to  initiate  new  educational  programs  par¬ 
ticularly  for  the  child  with  emotional  or  neurogenic  learning 
disabilities.  Academic,  perceptual,  and  psycho-diagnostic  test¬ 
ing  is  also  performed  with  selected  students.
